NO HELP FROM CHURCHES. 


Prison or the Grave Is the Fate 
of the Young Girls Who 
Attend Public 
Dances. 


New York, Jan. 18.—[ Special Low cut 
gowns worn by society women at the opera 
and in the restaurants have shocked the 
modesty of Leroy B. Crane, one ot the ma gis- 
trates of the city court. Asa remedy he ad- 
vocates the establishment of schools of

Expressing his views of the lax moral tone 
in Gotham today Magistrate Crane said: 

1 believe the,public exhibition of society 
women in extremely low cut gowns at the 
opera and other public places; drinking, 
emoking, and the general abandon of others, 
especially young girls, at restaurants 
throughout the city, and the conditions and 
temptations surrounding girls of tender age 
at middle class dances in certain public halls 
and their associates generally, will prove 
the morality of New York will reach a status 
approaching that of Rome in her declining 
days. | 

Blight Raiment at Opera. 

Do you know I would not permit my 
daughters to attend the opera or any pub- 
Mo emtertainment where slight raiment 
is the rule and look upon the bold exhibition 
of women who rank high in the society 
world? I believe it is not only a demoraliz- 
ing influence, especially upon the young, but 
that the exhibition in itself ie an indica- 
tion of a low moral tone I cannot under- 
stand how a chaste and modest woman can 
go out in public dressed as is the custom 
in the present day. Supposing the women of 
the Bowery were to exhibit themselves in 
such costumes as are worn in many places 

of amusement, in hotels, restaurants, etc. 
They would be Hable to arrest and censured 
at least. 

Now, while it te true, as has been said, 
that morality is largely a question of geog- 
raphy, it ts also true the different moral codes 
must be separated by more than a mile and 
a half. Scenes enacted nightly about New 
York, I believe, exhibit as low a moral tone 
as has been shown in any civilized society, 
ancient or modern, The French, during the

Doubts Ability of Churches. 

“Will the churches ultimately raise the 
moral tone of the city? I fear not. The 
churches have. been trying for many hun- 
dreds of years to do that. While I have no 
doubt that without the churches we would 
be much worse off, they are not strong 
enough a force now to grapple with this 
problem—the moral tone of the city or the 
country. Churches of the present day tend 
to keep off the middle classes, the middle class 
man, and the man beneath him. 

“Churches are, in many instances,aristo- 
cratic; they are continually, in and out of 
season, asking for money, money. They 
never had enough, and never will have. 

„ Schools of morality will raise the moral 
tone of the city. This has been in my mind 
for many years. Let us add a school of 
morality to our public school system. There 
need be no particular creed in it, so that the 
various sects need not be offended. Let us 
use the golden rule, which has been preached 
by almost every great teacher the world 
has known as a basis of ethics. 


Monuments to Bohemia.“ 

“In the year 1908 young married couples, 
old married couples, and unmarried couples 
may be seen by the score imbibing to- 
gether. They sometimes call it ‘ bohemia.’ 
Well, in my time former stars of bohemia 
have been brought to the bar because they 
were found at night shining from a park 
bench instead of a bed. The majority of 
monuments to ‘ bohemia’ are those wooden 
headpieces reared in the potter's field. 

“Don’t let it be understood that I think 
that this low moral tone is shown only among 
the people on the heights of society or 
finance, and among people who can afford to 
dine and dwell in expensive hotels. Though 
their demoralization is the most distressing 
because of their education and environment, 
and having had better opportunities to see 
the right, men and women in humbler walks 
of life are far from the old standards of con- 


duct. 
Public Dances an Evil. 

“ All over the city dances are given in pub- 
lic houses on Saturday and Sunday evenings 
by so-called social organizations. While in 
some cases the public is not admitted the 
participants are so slightly acquainted that 
they might as well be strangers. In other 
places, such, for instance, as the balls or re- 
ceptions of at societies given once a 
year, strangere are openly welcome. In 
the majority of these affairs the bar is the in- 
evitable adjunct. Off in a side room, or 
something that passes for a restaurant, 
tables are placed where young men and 
women, acquainted for a haif hour, may sit 
down to their heer or their cocktails after 
each dance. Far from the watchful eye of 
an older relative or friend, they drink in 
company with young men of whom they 
know nothing. Is it surprising that many 
‘of them are led into temptation? Is it sur- 
prising that maternity hospitals are over- 
crowded ?. 

It may be argued that no respectable fam- 
ily will permit a daughter to attend such an 
affair. Ah, you are mistaken. Thousands of 
respectable families in New York unwitting- 
ly and by persuasion do permit their re- 
spectable daughters in their teens to attend 
these entertainments.

Rescued at Last. 


SUPPLIES SENT DOWN TUBE. 


Nevada Town Rejoices as Victims Are 
Snatched from Death. 


Ely, Nev., Jan. 18.—f[Special.]—A. D. 
Bailey and his two companions, who were 
entombed 1,000 feet below the surface of the 
ground by a cavein in the Alpha mining 
shaft on Dec. 4, were rescued at 9 o’olock 
tonight. 


Miner Tells Dramatic Story. 

Bailey told a dramatic story of the experi- 
ences of the trio. On Dec. 4.“ he said, P. 
J. Brown, C. W. Turner, Fred McDonald, 
Hercules Constantt, and I went down to 
work in the night shift. I was the pumpman. 

All went well until 9:80, when the cave 
took place with us at the 1,000 foot level, and 
the balance of the men in the bottom of the 
shaft, drilling. 

All of a sudden the tank became go full 
of dust I could hardly see. I went to the 
back of the tank for a few minutes to get out 
of the dust, thinking it would stop, but as it 
kept coming faster I thought that either the 
steam line or water column had burst on the 
shaft. I got out of the tank, and was run- 
ning for the telephone, when McDonald and 
Brown fell into my arms. Realizing the 
danger we were in I stood McDonald against 
the wall of the pump station, and telephoned 
the engineer at the surface to shut off the 
steam. 

See Salvation in Pipe. 

By this time I realized that the shaft was 
caving, and knew that our only salvation was 
the six inch water pipe, so, while my com- 
panidns were exhausted from climbing the 
shaft and were resting a few minutes, I was 
seeing that the six inch gate valve was open.“ 

„We got what old logging and old boards 
we could find and blocked the dirt back into 
the shaft, as we were afraid it would come 
out into the station and cover the end of our 
pipe. After securing our station from dirt 
the best we could, we went back to the south 
drift, so we could breathe a little better. 

„Just as I got my message to the surface 
to shut off steam, the small telephone wires 
broke, and all communication with the sur- 
face was shut off for a time. 

“We had done all we could do for our- 
selves, so we sat down and discussed our sit- 
uation. . 

Water and Food Sent In. 

Finally we heard some one hammering on 
the pipe and about 2 o'clock in the morning, 
as I was standing at the open endof the pipe, 
some one from the surface shouted down the 


pipe, O, Bailey.’ 
“It was the most welcome sound that ever 


greeted our ears. 

„After sending down enough air to last for 
a time they sent down an old can filled with 
water. We connected our phone to the large 
transmission cables that were in service for 


the electric pump. and were able to talk with 


the surface.“ 

Food and water were sent to the men daily 
through the pipe and rescuers were kept at 
work day and night to extricate the entombed 
men. 3 

Nearly the entire population of the town 
was present at the entrance to the mine when 
the men were brought out, and there were 
many demonstrations of joy at their being 
extricated from their living tomb.

/SHAW'S SATIRE HITS NORDAU 


Literary Atmosphere Is Blue as 
, Charges Are Hurled. 


FRISHMAN IS NOT MODEST. 


Gives Secret of His Greatness and Op- 
ponent’s Obscurity. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®D.] 

LONDON, Jan. 18.—When such men as 
Bernard Shaw and Max Nordau get angry 
and say hard things about each other, the lit- 
erary atmosphere becomes lurid. The cause 
of the quarrel is of no consequence, but they 
have. been exchanging open letters in the 
Frankfurter Zeitung, each more venomous 
than the last. Here is an extract from Shaw's 
latest retort courteous: 

Tou are, I notice, a little bewildered by 
the extraordinary suddenness and complete- 
ness of your demolition, but the secret of it 
is simple. My knowledge of art is derived 
from the study and also the production of 
works of art. 

“You find this process teo tedious. You 
prefer to go to your master, Lombroso, and 
ask his opinion. He, having studied nothing 
at first hand but criminal lunatics, has made 
the discovery that criminal lunatics are hu- 
man beings. 


Sarcasm Is Withering. 

“You have made the discovery that mes 
of genius are human beings, also. There- 
fore, because things that are equal to the 
game are equal to each other, you conclude 
that men of genius are criminal lunatics. 

“You are so convinced of the soundness 
of your argument that you take it for granted 
that I apply it to yourself, as follows: 

„Jesus Christ was murdered by Jews; 
Nordau is one of the Jews, therefore Nordau 
is a God murderer.’ 

“You say that I must have meant this 
when I mentioned that you are a Jew, but 
why should I not argue the other way? 
Jesus Christ was a Jew. He called those 
who disagreed with him vipers, and other 
hard names. Nordau is a Jew. He calls 
those who disagree with him Lieblinge 
and other hard names. Therefore Nordau is 
the reincarnation of Christ. 

“TI told you in my essay that I could prove 
you to be an elephant by the same logic that 
has convinced you that Wagner was an in- 
attentive dreamer. 


Says: Nordau Admits Error.

All Sorry for Walsh. 


“I don’t thing Palmer sympathized with 
Walsh more than any of the rest of us. At 
times I think we all had wet eyes. We were 
sorry for Walsh, but we realized he had no 
one to blame but himself. I personally 
would have been glad if I could have voted 
to acquit him, but my conscience would not 
let me. So I answered most of Palmer's ob- 
jections. I told him the instructions froia 
the court were plain; that Walsh's age could 
not be considered, and that there was no 
sympathy in law. 

“ The. arguments of the other juror who 
held out for acquittal on the first count were, 
in addition to those presented by Palmer, 
that he wasn't satisfied that some of the 
counts showed intent on Walsh's part. He 
argued that no one had lost any money by 
the failure.

“I was ready for him on that proposition.

Early Vote of Guilty on Six Counts. 


“At first we couldn't agree on a specific 
count to vote on after breakfast Friday morn- 
ing.

Then we took a memarable ballot a little 
after breakfast. All agreed he was guilty 
on the first six counts. It may be said right 
here that Walsh could have beem sent to 
prison for five years on any one of these first 
six counts. His fate, therefgre, was sealed 
after that breakfast bällot, even if held 
guiltless on the remainder of the 182 counts. 
The next count that we voted on, stood 11 to 
1 for conviction. This time Palmer voted 
with us. This was the same kind of a note 
as described in the first count. )

“Tt was around midnight on Friday that 

e began to vote systematically and rapidly 
se all the counts. We voted ‘ not:guilty ’ on 
Southern Indiana counts. Those bonds were 
all sold: We voted‘ guilty on the Wiscon- 
sin and Michigan bond counts. We were 
practically a unit on every count after cin- 
ner Friday night.“ 


SCENE IN THE COURT. 

Before. the court opened Mr. Walsh was 
raised to false hopes in spfte of the fact that 
THE TRIBUNE had announced the verdict as 
guilty. He was notified by Attorney Ritsher 
early in the morning that the jury hed ac- 

quitted him. Mr. Ritsher received this false 
news from one of his messengers posted out- 
side thajuryroom. 

So thédefendant was unprepared for the 
outcome, though he bore. up under it. The 
scene in the courtroom when the verdict was 
returned was the most dramatic of the entire 
trial. Judge Anderson had announced. he 
would call the jury before him at 10 o'clock, 
but the announcement that an agreement 
had been reached brought a great mass of 
people to the federal building long before 
that hour. At 9:30 the doors of the court- 
room on the sixth floor were closed, and a 
squad of h iliffs formed a waiting line about 
the corridors outside the room. 

Inside the courtroom men and women oc- 
cupied every available spot. Those in the 
rear climbed on the benches and into the 
windows that they might obtain a view of 
the room, while all the open space within the 
railing was occupied by people standing. 
Only the reserve space about the judge's 
bench was empty. 


Mr. Walsh in Court. 


Mr. Walsh. with’ his attorneys arrived a 
few minutes before 10 o'clock. Smiling and 
apparently as cheerful as ever, Mr. Walsh 
took his accustomed seat at the table with 
his attorneys. On one side of him were W. 
J. Onahan and Col. John S. Cooper, his 
brother-in-law, while on his right were Mr. 
Ritsher, F. D. Kellogg, Samuel R. Hamill, 
and John S. Miller, Mr. Miller sitting nearest 
the jury box. 

The attorneys for the government ‘were 
present, reinforced by United States District 
Attorney Edwin W. Sims and.James H. WII- 
kerson, who was assistant counsel for the 
government in the Standard Oil cases. 


Walsh Chats Unconcernedly. 


Mr. Walsh chatted unconcernedly with his 
friends during the waiting for the coming of 
the judge. Immediately behind him were his 
daughters, Mrs. Orville E. Babcock and Mrs. 
L. Blgke Baldwin, and they occasionally 
joined in the conyersation. That they did not 
share the lightheartedness of their father 
was quite apparent, however, the announce- 
ments of the verdict in the morning papers 
having prepared them for the worst. 

It was just five minutes after 10 o'clock 
when Judge Anderson was announced and 
Bailiff E. C. Marsailes opened court. 

Not a word came from any source fora full 
five minutes, and then the door of the judge’s 
chambers swung open again and the jurors 
filed in to their accustomed seats. Feeling 
the importance of their work, the jurors pre- 
serted a solemn demeanor, totally different 
from that earlier in the morning. when they 
had celebrated the reaching of a verdict with 
singing and cheers. 

‘Gentlemen, have you geached a verdict? ”’ 
asked Judge Anderson as soon as the men 
were seated. 


Verdict Is Announced. 


Juror J. E. Taggart of Ridott, III,, who oc- 
cupied the second seat in the rear row in 
the box, and whe had been selected as fore- 
man, stood up. : 

‘We have, your honor,“ he sald quietly. 

Clerk Buell was handed the papers and 
returned to his desk at the right of the 
judge's bench. It took half a minute for him 
to unwrap the papers, but all the time Mr. 
Walsh kept his eyes on the jury. With one 
hand on the table before him he tapped 
it regularly, but it was the only evidence of 
nervousnest—his face was entirely free of 
signs of worry. 

Casuallxy Mr. Walsh surveyed the jury, 
His 
eye wandered over the twelve men until it 
rested on Juror Palmer, who had seat No. 


in the front row. but a step or two from the 


place where John S. Miller was sitting. 

Mr. Miller, was also watching Palmer in- 
terestedly—with more interest apparently 
than the verdict. 

As for Palmer, he was sitting crouched over 
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‘jury, 


in his chair, -his-hand.to his. eyes, but ap- 
parently making little 
fact that he was crying. 
The voice of Clerk Buell broke the silence. 
We, the jury, find the defendant, John R. 
Walsh, guilty as charged in the indictment 
in counts-——"’ and the clerk monotonously 
read the numbers of the fifty-four charges 
on which they had determined his gullt.

The impartial 
enforcement of the law ts the basic founda- 
tion upen which our government is built. 
The people will always be satisfied when they 
know that the law is enforced against the 
rich as well as the poor. 

The jury in both this case and the Stand- 
ard Oil-case was composed of honest, hard 
headed farmers, and the defense undoubted- 
ly wiil attempt to obtain a reversal in the 
higher courts on the halting and hesitating 
reply made by Juror Palmer whén the jury 
was polled. When questioned by Judge 
Anderson the juror was compelled to admit 
that the verdict of gulity was his verdict.

Possibilities in Manual Training Are 
Considered at Meeting. 


Old overalls, wash rags, and velveteen 
skirts may not be regarded by all connois- 
seurs as works of art in themselves, but 
they have artistic possibilities. This was 
the proposition advanced yesterday at a 
meeting of art and manual training teach- 
ers, public and private, at Fullerton hall. 
And the theories were backed up by an array 
of sample products heaped up on the speak- 
ers’ platform: 
Mrs. Kate H. Watson, 284 Leavitt street, 
submitted for inspection a rug made of blue 
overalls. with a few yellow figures inter- 
Woven. She also exhibited a pillow, the cover 
of which was made from a velveteen dress. 
The subject of the meeting was The Uni- 
fication of Graphic and Manual Arts.“ Ed- 
ward F. Worst, head of the industrial art de- 


nounced a plan for furthering the work. 
He said that he would urge the putting of a 
loom into every school of Chicago where 
manual training is taught; so that the pupils 
may learn weaving as the pioneersof colonial 
days learned it: This, he said, “would be 
not only of practical value but of historical 
worth, inasmuch as the working of a loom 
would: introduce the children to one of the 
vital hom? features of colonial life. 

He suggested that the boys might be inter- 
ested.in the project to such an extent that 
they wou. make the looms for the schools 
in the manual training shops, each boy hav- 
ing a certain part to do.

Building a Sort of Cross.“ 

Presently the announcemént came that 
William B. Ittner, architect for the St. 
Louis board of education, had been engaged 
to design the Gary structures and that the 
first building at Gary is to be a sort of 
cross between the St. Louis grammar and 
high school.” The cross will cost $200,000. 
They have St. Louis papers in Gary. A 
copy fell into-the hands of two of the local 
school trustees the other day and since then 
news has been percolating northward around 
the lake shore. 
The Gary trustees, it was learned yester- 
day, were much impressed by certain fea- 
tures of the Chicago schools. It is manual 
training that the Gary people want, and 
Chicago's manual training equipment was 
found to be really excellent. St. Louis? 
Why, it would hardly be delicate to make di- 
rect comparisons, but the Chicago buildings 
have many points that the Gary people 
want. 
It even was intimated, entirely between 
friends, that more than one of the buildings 
that are to follow the $200,000 cross will be 
designed in Chicago and that the first build- 
ing might just possibly be completed by peo- 
ple who live nearer Gary than St. Louis. 

See Cause for Teachers’ Famine. 
The Chicago Teachers’ federation, in an 
executive session held in the morning in the 
Masonic Temple building, tackled the 
“teachers’ famine’’ problem, stated its 
causes in detail, and solved it to its own 
satisfaction. 

The federation’s estimate of the situation 
was presented in a report of the finance com- 
mittee, which reviewed the salaries of teach- 
ers in the Chicago public schools during the 
last thirty-six years. The report says: 
“The salary of the superintendent has 
been increased 233 per cent more than was 
paid him thirty-six years ago; clerks and 
other employ have been increased from 
25 per cent upward, while the overworked 
teacher's pay has been increased but a scant 
15 per cent in the last thirty-six years. The 
discrimination is glaring when the increased 
work and duties entailed in the present 
work are considered.“

Plans for the establishment of a refuge 
for stray cats and dogs were taken up ac- 
tively at the monthly meeting of the Anti- 
Cruelty society the Monadnock building 
yesterday afternoon. A benefit perform- 
ance in which Mrs. Minnie Maddern Fiske 
will appear will be given at the Grand opera 
house on Feb. 28, and it is hoped that suffi- 
client funds will be raised for the purpose. 
The society has had the project in mind for 
several years and for some time past has 
had arrangements with veterinarians, one on 
thé south side, another on the north, where- 
by stray pets have been cared for in their 
“ hospitals,” but the expense of this scheme, 
its inadequacy, and the inaccessibility of the 
hospitals from the downtown district 
compelled the search for a more satisfac- 
tory plan. 


Cat Asylums in Other Cities. 

“I believe,” said Supt. Hugo Krause, 
“that there is every reason for Chicago es- 
tablishing such à reiuge. Several of the 
largest cities cf the country hyve them. 
Boston has one with an endowme?i of $100,- 
000, and there is another maintained at an 
annual expense of £.,000. This is advisable 
from the stanepoi:.t of health as well as 
humanity, for the alley cat and dog habitual- 
ly are nuisances; thy are sickly and are 
spreaders of disease. The movement should 
receive hearty support, 

We hope to secure a frame building 
sumewhhere en the west side, say on West 
Nondolph street or West Lake street, so 
that any one finding a homeless cat or dog 
will know where to take it without great 
trouble. There they would be kept under 
good conditions and separated according to 
their class and condition. Those incurably 
sick, crippled, or aged could be killed by 
merciful methods, and the rest kept until 
nome one appeared to claim them or pay a 
fee and receive them as gifts.” 


Expect to House Forty. 

Contributions, given conditionally on the 
raising of the entire sum necessary, already 
amount te $800, and it is estimated that $1,500 
more should be added before the society can 
undertake safely the burden of supporting 
the refuge. At this expense about two 
score of animals could be cared for at one 
time. 

Harry Askin, one of the directors of the 
society, has undertaken the management of 
the benefit. Full plans for the occasion have 
not been completed, but it is expected that 
Mrs. R. Hall McCormick will have charge 
of preparing the list of patronesses, the sale 
of tickets, and other parts of the arrange- 
ments.

Questioning her identity the police locked 
her up, and both she and Guernsey were 
arraigned. before Magistrate Scott today for 
a further hearing. 

In the meantime, C. Franklin Puréy of 311 
West Eighty-seventh street, New. York, ad- 
mitted the woman was his wife. He came 
to this city this afternoon, saw his wife for 
a quarter of an hour, and asked her if the 
stories about her friendship with Guernsey 
were true, 

Admits Everything to Husband. 

It is said she not only admitted everything 
but she declared she loved Guernsey more 
than her husband, Later in the_aftefnoon 
Mr. Purdy saw nis wife again. When they 
parted it is said Purdy had arranged to take 
his wife home and forget the past. She and 
Guernsey will be set at liberty tomorrow 
morning. Her only stipulation, it is said, was 
that her husband would let her say good-by 
to Guernsey. 18 

It appeared from the evidence before Mag- 
istrate Scott that Mrs. Purdy and Guernsey 
became acquamited at North Beach, Conn., 
last summer. They grew exceedingly 
friendly. 

When Mrs. Purdy was arrested on Friday 
the police induced her to surrender a packet 
of tender “epistles, and one of these letters 
strengthens the police theory that an elope- 
ment was being considered. It is signed 
„ Orace and reads in part: 

„My Darling Wife: I think it best. dear 
one, for you to come over at.once. I suggest 
that you™need not bring your trunk, as I can 
get one for you. Then no one will know 
where you are.” | 

Young Man Has Few Attractions. 

Mrs. Purdy is good looking, dresses well 
and shows refinement in Marner and speech. 
She is but 30 years-old. Guernsey is about 25 
years old and possesses little personal attrac- 
tion. Mrs. Purdy said when she left New 
York she told a maid she was going shopping. 

Mrs. Purdy, it is said, gave the pin to 
Guernsey and then fold her husband she had 
lost It. and, to cover her track, advertised for 
it in the New York papers. 

A. dispatch from Waterbury, Conn., where 
Guernsey lives, says his real name is Garn- 
sey and he is the son of a widowed mother of 
some means. He attenced the Yale medical 
school at one tims. In horse play, Garnsey 
pushed a fellow-student from a lunch wagon 
and the student died from his injuries. Garn- 
sey was charged with murder, tried and ac- 
quitted. He got mixed up in the selling of 
football tickets at a profit, and finally left 
college, somewhat under a cloud.

accept it we shall lose no part of our money; if 
we do not accept it the Enickerbooker will be 
delivered over to 4 permanent receivership. I 
have already tried a permanent receivership once 
and did not like. the result. 

It costa more to keep a permanent reoeiver 
than it does to kéep a harem. Anybody who bas 
had experience in these matters will indorse this 
statement. In the long run—in the eceedingly long 


run— e got some of our money, but not enough 


~of it to keep a harem with. All the depositors 
said so and were disappointed and there was much 
regret.

“The night of Jan. 21 met Thomas McCann 
and Hi HI Simonds at Cotter’s saloon, Cur- 


to Weshington boulevard and Morgan street;

* We started to walk south then on Sanga-~- 
mon street. About half way between Jack- 
son boulevard and Van Buren street Hi Hi’ 
said as he saw three men: There are some 
coppers.’ I looked and saw two men at a 
“patrol box and another one in the middie of 
the street. Just before we reached the cor- 
ner the policeman: we had seen in the street 
stepped to the sidewalk and with his left 
hand grabbed my left coat sleeve. 


Shoots While Resisting Arrest. 

“I reached my right hand toward my hip 
pocket. The policeman then shouted to the 
two mem at the patrol box to shoot at Hi 
Hi’ and McCann, who were running north 
in Sangamon street. He tried to catch my 
right hand, but I got my revolver out before 
he could stop me. Then I shot him once in 
the body. He fell into the street, and I ran 
round the corner into Van Buren street. 

“I ran to an alley half a block east of 
Sangamon street, walked through it to Jack- 
gon boulevard, and went back to Cotter’s 
saloon. I asked the bartender if ‘Hi Hi’ 
or McCann had been back again, and he 
said ‘No.’ I borrowed $3 from him and then 
went to my aister’s home at 328 Fulton street. 
I did not tell her about the shooting. I hid 
my revolver under a loose board in the floor 
of the bathreom. 


Kept Awake by Remorse. 

I went to bed but could not sleep, so got 
up again at 10 o’clock. I sent my sister after 
some beer and .then went to bed again. I 
could not sleep for thinking of the police- 
man. The next morning I went to 4 room 
which we had at 192 Sangamon street. There 


I met Hi HI and McCann. Early the next ' 


morning we went out and robbed a saloon in 
West Lake street and got about $80. ‘ Hi Hi’ 
said then that we had better leave town.” 

Brown then told of the trio going to Rock 
Island and Davenport and of robbing saloons 
in each of those cities; He told also of the 
shooting affray at a resort near Elgin which 
led to the arrest of himself and McCann. 

“The night I shot Mooney,“ he concluded, 
4 we had started out to rob a saloon at the 
weat end of the Twelfth street viaduct, Ald. 
Fick’s place. 

James P. McLean,’ who was suspected of 
the murder and arrested the day following 
the shooting, was identified by Mooney as 
‘the man who fired the shot. He still is in 
custody and Inspector Revere will hold him 
until the dase is disposed of by the courts.

The new 3 bill 1 been completed 
5 by the subeommittee appointed to draft it. 
bas been printed, will be submitted to the 
“committee again tomorrow night for cor- 
_ section, if necessary, and will be laid before 
the legislature for passage ‘Tuesday. 

If it be adopted there will be two sets of 
state and congressional conventions for the 
republican party. this year and two state 
conventions for the democratic party. 

State conventione must be held by both 


: mY parties this spring--by the republicans before 


May 15 to select national convention dele- 
gates. .Only delegates at large: will be se- 
lected by the republican state convention, 
the fifty district delegates being selected. by 
- congressional conventions. The democratic 
state convention must ratify the selection of 
both district delegates ahd delegates at large. 
These conventions must be held in advance 
of the nominating conventions, which under 
‘the act would be held in the latter part of 
August and the first part of September, the 
state conventions coming on Sept. 1. 


Friends of Cannon Pleased. 

The early ‘congressional and state conven- 
_ dons, . as nearly as can be the prediction, in- 
“gure Speaker Joseph G. Cannon a solid dele- 
gation from Illinois, made up of his friends, 
who will be willing to stick to him to the last 
dite, Likewise it is à probability that Roger 
C. Sullivan will be able to control the Illinois 
‘delegation to the democratic national con- 
vention, even if it be instructed) for Bryan. 

According to the new bill the county and 
senatorial committeemen of the different 
parties not only must be elected, but must 
‘qualify by taking oath of office. Their trans- 
actions can be reviewed by the courts, and 
instead of being Independent political man- 
‘agers they become public officials, 

It was necessary to give this official stand- 
ing to the committeemen in order to give 
them the authority to map out delegate dis- 
tricts, delegation of power to inofficial bodies 
being one of the issues on which the Supreme 
court held the law of 1806 unconstitutional, 

Power for County Comniittees. 

The language of the new'bill in conferring 
power on the county. committees follows 

Section 2. The county central committee of each 
political party etécted under the provisioys of this 
fact shall designate and establish delegate districts 
in their respective counties. on or before the first 
day of March, 1909, and every four ¥ ears thereafter. 

Such county central committee shal! keep a record 
of its acts and proceedings. in ektablishing and 
designating delegate distriets and shall, as soon 
as practicable after such delegate districts shall 
be established and designated; certify to the county 
clerk a description of each delegate district of the 
party, accompanying said ‘certificate with a map 
or plat showing accurately the boundaries and lines 
of such districts. Such delegate district shall con- 
sist of not more than seven election precincts or 
election districts\in. as compact a form as possible 
as now established or that may ‘hereafter be es- 
tablished for the purpose of a general election and 

shall contain as near as may be and not exceeding 
850 voters of any one political party for the pur- 
pose of electing delegates to a state, congressional, 
senatorial, county, or sanitary district, and a mu- 
nicipal convention for the nomination of such mu- 
micipes officets as are tobe Steet at the November 


election — : 
Order of Names on Ballot. 

One of thé minor paints ot ditficulty in 
eee leg isla tion—that concerning the or- 
der in which names of candidates for each 
office shall appear on the ballot—has been 
8 sdivéd by providing that the names shall 
de printed on the ballot:in the order in which 
they are drawn by lot. It is provided that the 
names shall be drawn by the board which 
is designated by law to canvass: returns 
of ‘elections, consisting, in cuse of state 
offices, of the governor, secretary cf state, 
and ‘state auditor, of election commission- 
ers in counties which have them, and of the 
county clerk and two justices of the peace 

where there are no election commissioners. 

In the case of fhe republican state primary 
ticket, the three republican officers who 
constitute the state canvassing board may 
find it slightly embarrassing: if- their own 
names are drawn for. the lucky first places 
on the ticket in the divisions in which they 
are candidates. a 

Will Have Dignity: to Spare. 

It is apparent that county committeemen, 
being elected one from a district and corre- 
sponding to the present precinct captains, 
wil consider themselves considerably raised 
in dignity when they appear before the 
‘gounty clerk to take oath of office, and it is 
presumabie that the county clerk will.have 
tris hands full in swearing in four or five 
county ommittees, sach or Which will be 
over 1. strong. . 

The framers of the bill have not presumed 
even to guess at thevmethods by which the 
bulky county committees will reduce their 
girth for working -p but they ean 
foresee plenty of excitement at the-meeting 
of a committee if it be decided to elect from 
their number an executive.committee of 
fifteen to be the real managing committee 
of the party. 

Senatorial committees wilt be elected to 
give them official standing so that they may 
be authorized to decide how ‘many candi- 
dates for the house ef representatives shall | 
be nominated by their party. 

irect Primary Advocates Object..

powerful in behalf of Roosevelt four years 


ago, has but just reached its culmination. 
They expect that the reflex action of Roose- 
velt's popularity will carry through any re- 
publican candidate who is not generally un- 
derstood to be opposed to the er 
polic : 

It 4 assumed, however, that, after. four 
e or less of succeeding administration 
which might be ganer, but at least would be 
less picturesque, than that inaugurated by 
Mr. Roosevelt, there would be a decided re- 
cession In the wave, so that the democrats 
would then have an opportunity to make a 
fight for the presidency on sqmething like 
equal terms. 


Southerners W ant Own Leader. 


There is but one dream among the southern 
demoerats just now, and that is to see a 
southern candidate for the presidency. If 
Bryan were out of the way, and Johnson 
had not been projected so suddenly above 
the political horizon, there is every reason 
to believe some good southern man would 
have been put up as the democratic candidate 
for the presidency. 

The leaders from that section have been 
learning gradually that the war sentiment in 
the north has almost absolutely died out. 
Any southern man who might be put up for 
the presidency now would necessarily be of 
a generation which has grown up since the 
outbreak of the civil war. 

There is a sectional sentiment still ap- 
parent in tne south, as is natural ina section 
which, within the memory of men still 
living, had been ravaged’ by a conquering 
army. For a long time the southern leaders 
belleved the issues of the war were as para- 
mount in the north as they still are in the 
south. Henry Grady. Uncle Remus,“ and 
other broad gauge southern men endeavored 
vainly to ¢onvince them of the folly of such 
theory. 


Tillman Proves North's Patience. 


It remained for Tilman to demonstrate to 
the southern people the toleration, and, above 
all, the forgetfulness of the north. He lec- 
tured at dozens. of places in, the northern 
states and he talked with characteristic viru- 
lence; enunciating ideas so completely at 
, e iow with those of his audience that if 

had been a northern man talking to south- 
ern people he could not have escaped personal 
violence. Let Tillman, with all his véhe- 
mence, his intolerance, and his ignorance of 
ordinary social usages, was actually able to 
make money in the north by his lectures. 
‘It was Tilman who proclaimed throughout 
the south that the north had forgotten the 
war, and that a southern candidate for the 
presidency, ather things being equal. would 
get just as many votes as a northern candi- 
date. 

It is the hope and dream of the southern 
leaders, therefore, that:after Bryan is beaten 
and his hepes effectually cremated next No- 
vember. the party can be reorganized on a 
basis of the nommation ¢ither of a new type 
like Johnson, :f he lasts for four years more, 


or else of a clean cut southern man, like Sen- 


ators Bacon of Georgia or Culberson of 
Texas, or an outsider like Clark Howell, any 
one of whom could surely command the suf- 
trages of every old line democrat in the 


northern states. Loe 


All Democrats Instructed Early. 


And so it is that Bryan finds it easy to 
figure out his own nomination at Denver next 
July. According to the democratic system 
the state convention is supreme. The dis- 
trict conventions are held at the same time, 
but the district delegates’ themselves are 
subject to ratification by the state conven- 
tion and instructions agreed upon by that 
body, if it sees fit to instruct, bind each of 
the representatives from every district quite 
so much as the four Gelegdtes at large. 

This inflexible application of the unit rule 


meets, to sit down and figure out the resuit 
with reasonable certainty. 

As the last democratic state convention 
will be held before the meeting of the re- 
publicans at Chicago, the line up on the dem- 
ocratic side will be completed so far as the 
head of the ticket is concerned before the 
republicans have fought out their own flight 
and decided on their platform and candi- 
dates.

The 8 bill, providing for the crea- 
tion of a tariff com mission 2 nonpartisan 
basis, has found favor in the west. Early 
in February a delegation, headed by Alvin 
H. Sanders, chairman of the American Re- 
ciprocal Tariff league: will go to Washington 
and urge Ptesident Roosevelt to use his, in- 
fluence for the Passage of the bill. 

One of the chief arguments to be used is 
that unless favorable treaties are concluded 
soon With Germany and France, the advan- 
tage of feeding these industrial nations will 
be seized by such countries as Canada, the 
Argentine republic, and Australia. It is 
estimated this trade soon. would amount. to 
$50,000,000 annually, and under norma! condi- 
tions would fal to the United States. 

Within the last féw weeks Canada Has 


| signed a trade treaty with France, whereby 


Canadian farm products are admitted at the 
minimum tariff rates. Negotiations are now 
in progress for a similar treaty between 
Canada and Germany. It is estimated the 
advantage over the United States Accruing 
to Canada through its treaty with France 
equals $10 on every head of live stock ex- 
Ported to that country. This in itself is suffi- 
clent-to shut farm products of the ‘United 


States out of France.

ISAAC N. HASCALL IS DEAD. 


He Cast the Deciding Vote Which 
Made Nebraska a Free Soil 
State. 


Omaha, Neb., Jan. 18.—Isaac N. Hascall, at 
one time acting governor of Nebraska. and 
for many years one of the most prominent 
politicians in the state. died today in St. Jo- 
seph's hospital of paralysis. He was 77 years 
old and had practiced law in Nebraska for 
forty-two years. He was a member of the

ITALY’S SONS GO BACK HOME;

Emigration Bureau Does Not Believe 
Repatriation Tendency Now Mani- 
fest Will Continue Long.

ROME, Jan. 18.—The emigration bureau 
has published the returns of the movement 
of emigrants from Italy to the United States 
in 1907. The returns refer only to those 
leaving and arriving at Mediterranean ports 
and do not include and British or French 
ports except Havre. 

Three hundred and two thousand four hun- 
dred and eighty-four left for the United 
States in 1907, compared with 310,975 in 1008. 
During December 52,908 returned, compared 
with 5,088 who left.

German Engineer Devises New 
Way to Prevent Horror. 


FLOOR SINKS WITH CROWD. 


Ashestos Roof Shoots Out Over Throng 
Who Walk to Open Air.

BERLIN, Jan. 18.—Paul Grasseynski, a 
prominent constructing engineer, utilizes the 
occasion of the Boyertown theater catastro- 
phe for announcing an‘entirely novel system 
for a fireproof proscenium for playhouses. 

He declares the iron stage curtain offérs a 
wholly inadequate guaranty ‘that fire orig- 
inating behing the proscenium, and the 
deadly gases which it generates, will be kept 
from reaching the audience, with consequent 
panic and death. ‘ 

He proposes a contrivance for dropping a 
series of iron curtains, not from the prosceni- 
um arch, but immediately in front of the par- 
quet seats and in front of the various balcony 
seats. 

Fireproof Roof“ Devised. 

He also has arranged a wholly unique 
scheme whereby,.on pressing electric buttons 
throughout the theater. not only the various 
curtains are dropped but the whole parquet 
floor automatically is sunk a distance of 
seven feet, just as if the seat holders were 
suddenly to be lowered by some gigantic 
elevator. ‘ 

While they are going down,“ huge sec- 
tions of wasbestos flooring would shoot out 
from various sides of the theater. so that 
before they landed a fireproof covering would 
be over their heads. 

Numerous exits leading to the streets 
would afford them immediate access to open 
air. 

May Burn Theater in Proof. 

Similar exits would be provided from the 
talconies, enabling the audience, after being 
shut behind the balcony curtains, to leave 
the burning theater in absolute safety. 

Mr Grasseynski says his scheme has been 
proved technically practical and it is proba- 
ble a trial theater will be built and burned to 
demonstrate its Complete availability.

KISSES NATIVE: SOIL, IN JOY. 
Tells of Torture After Conviction of 
Bomb Outrage on Spy’s Testimony.

ANTWERP, Jan. 18.—After spending two 
years in a cage in a Turkish prison guarded 
day and night and fed on bread and water, 
Edward Joris is back in his native Belgium. 
He was sentenced to death by a Turkish 
court which had adjudged him guilty of at- 
tempting to take the life of the sultan. His 
restoration to his home is due to the per- 
sistent. efforts in his behalf made by the 
Belgian government. 

When Joris, ill, was brought ashore at 
this port the other day he asked his attend- 
ants to sit down upon the ground so he 
might kiss the soil of Belgium. They did 
so and he imprinted a fervent kiss upon 
the ground. A day or two afterward at his 
house he told of his horrible experiences. 

Sentenced on False Evidence. 

„ was sentenced to death, said he, on 
the false evidence of a spy, who charged 
me with attempting to kill Abdul Hamid 
just as he was leaving the mosque. A bomb 
killed two bystanders and wounded the chief 
of the Turkish detective service. 

“While the trial was in progress I was 
tortured for twenty-four consecutive hours 
in order that‘a confession might be obtained 
from me so as to break my spirit. I was 
told my wife had been killed in the explo- 
sion. the detectives showing me a rag from 
one of my wife's dresses, saying she had been 
blown to pieces by the bomb. Thestory was 
a lie. and I knew it to be a He. 

„When they failed to wring a confession 
from me the gendarmes were ordered to take 
me to a place from which I never should re- 
turn. Accordingly I was put into prison, 
where I lay several days upon a damp floor 
anything to eat, and then I was 
in a specially constructed cage in 
l re-.

„ One of the Turks who was accused of 
being concerned in the affair of the bomb 
for a time was in the same room with me in 
another cage. One day he was buried alive 
after methylated spirits had been poured 
over him and set ablaze, and I was told I 
would meet the same fate next day, but in 
the morning the announcement came that 
the Belgian government had Interested itself 
in my behalf, and the prison authorities had 
abandoned their intention to kill me. In the 
course of time Belgium secured my release. 
Here I am and here I shall stay.“ ,

LONDON, Jan. 18.—One of the most re- 
markabe innotatlons in the world of music 
for many years will reach its fulfillment on 
Monday evening in Queen's hall, where ap 
„Mluminated symphony” of the highest 
order will be given. ; 
During the entire performance, save for a 
brief interval, the hall will be in almost total 
darkness, while the expressions of the or- 
chestra will be interpreted by an electric 
licht on a screen in huge letters of silver 
light, eight lines at a time. This perform- 
ance, it is said, will be an improvement even 
upon the conventions of Wagner and his 
“music drama.” a 
The entertainment will open with the pro- 
duction of Apollo and the Seaman,” de- 
ecribed as a dramatic symphony with choral 
epilogue, while the second part of the even- 
ing will be devoted to the production of a 
symphonic poem called The Shepherd.“ 


Poems by Herbert French. 


The poems for both numbers were written 
by Herbert French. Special music of an 
ambitious and original order was composed 
for the symphony by Joseph Holbrook, while 
the music for the symphonic poem, which is 
2 a lighter character, was written by W. H. 

ell, who composed the music for the St. 
Albans pageant. The music of both num- 
bers will be rendered by an orchestra. 

Mr. French said today that both poems 
had been written with a religious intensity 
of purpose. Apollo and the Seaman ’”’ in 
literary form is a kind of dramatic ballad, 
and in it Apollo is represented as engaged in 
poetical dialogue with a mysterious seaman 
whose ship has been given out as wrecked. 

It is, of course, no ordinary seaman with 
whom Apollo talks, and the ship in question 
is not a vessel made in a shipyard, but the 
“ great ship Immortality that has gone 
down like the sun.“ The message of this 
dramatic symphony ts that love transcends 
individuality, which perishes. It points to 
an active, universal, eternal godhead as in- 
spiring all things that love. 


Program Proves a Nuisance. 

In speaking of the new concert: method 
Mr. Holbrook said tonight: ‘‘ I have always 
thought “that a- symphonic poem might be 
produced far more advantageously in dark- 


ness, and I believe that, as the time goes on, 


people will come around to my view. 

“The analytical program has become a 
nuisance. I cannot definitely say what Mon- 
cay night’s innovation will mean, but I be- 
lieve that the productions will startle the 
English people.“ 

Among those who will be present on this 
unique musical occasion are the king and 
queen and several members of the royal 
family. 


ACADEMY TO HONOR MILTON. 


Americans Will Be Asked to Partici- 
pate in Tercentenary of Blind 
Poet’s Birth. 


[BY WIRELESS TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


LONDON. Jan. 18.—A proposal! of a cefinite 
nature for commemorating the tercentenary 
anniversary of the birth of Milton will be 
laid before the British academy officials at 
the fortheoming meetfſag with especial ref- 
erence to Americans participating. As Mil- 
ton was born in Broad street, Cheapside. on 
Dec. 9, 1608, the tercentenary will take place 
a little less than a year hence, and such an 
early discussion of its plans seems to in- 
dicate that the event will be celebrated on a 
grand scale. 

One suggestion for the celebration is a 
production of Comus, written when the 
poet was only 26. Anothé? suggestion ts 
that a Milton oration should be endowed’ 
somethmg after the manner of Harvey's 
oration at the College of Physicians com- 
memorating Harvey's discovery of the circu- 
lation of the blood. St. Paul's school, where 
Milton received his early education, and 
Christ's college in Cambridge, where he 
afterwards went, will, of course, be invited 
to take a prominent part in the commemora- 
tion. 

Syegestions for American participation 
have not yet taken definite form, but the sup» 
porters of the movement here believe they 
‘may count not-only on active. but on en- 
thusiastic support from American followers 
of the blind poet. 

By an interesting coincidence another 
name famous in English history, but in an- 
other sphere. is also the subject of a great 
celehration. the state question of observing 
the fiftieth celebration of the Darwinian 
theory by holding a great Darwin jubilee 
having already been raised in the council of 
the Linnean society. It is specially appro- 
priate that this society should have the initia- 
tion in any steps thought desirable. as it was 
to it that Darwin first communicated his 
historic thesis. 


‘USURERS ROB LONDON’S POOR. 


| One Woman Pays $1,050 on $105/ 


Loan and Still Owes the 
Principal.

LONDON, Jan. 18.—An investigation con- 
cerning a poor woman of the south side of 
I ondon, as a result of her experience with a 
meney lender brought to light the existence 
cf a band of women usurers who have a 
large percentage of the poor of London in 
their power and extort interest from them 
averaging up to 900 per cent. 

There is one case of a Charwoman who al- 
ready has paid $1,050 for a loan of $105 and 
stil: owes the principal among the scores of 
alleged impositions that are to be investi- 
gated by the police. One woman who com- 

itted suicide had paid back $15 on an orig- 

al loan of $3.50 and when she despaired of 
(ver discharging the debt and ended her life 
she sti owed several dollars in addition to 
the priricipal. 

The police have discovered that hundreds 
of women thrive on the misfortune and igno- 
It nce of the poor and starving. The crusade 
now started against them should put some 
of them in prison. 


INDORSERS ARE ASKED TO PAY. 


Queer Legal Tangle Arising in Connec- 
tion with Chicago Great Western 
Notes Held in England.

BRITAIN IV GREAT PERIL. 


Waste in Soeialistie Experiments 
Weaken Power of the 
Government. 


; 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] , 

LONDON, Jan. 18.—Now that the financial 
history of 1907 has been made up, the eco- 
nomic writers on all the serious journals in 
Europe are expressing the gravest alarm 
over the threatened effects of the public and 
private extravagance. They warn the world 
first of all of the reckless policy of the gov- 
ernments of Great Britain, Germany, and 
Japan. A disaster worse than any yet expe- 
rienced or apprehen is indicated unless 
the volte face in national expenditure comes 
speedily. | 

Only one-third of the recent Prussian loan 
was subscribed, and Germany must reduce 
her naval program or pay a higher rate of 
interest. The latter alternative will only 
postpone the evil day of reckoning. 

Japan has been the first to realize the plain 
exigencies of the gituation and has begun to 
retrench as the only method to revive her 
disappearing credit. Great Britain, on the 
other hand, blindly increases her expensive 
experiments in socialism, and the labor party 
congress today fiesued fresh instructions to 
the submissive government, which dares not 
disobey them. 

Asquith announced vaguély the other day 
that he would Introduce an old age pension 
scheme in the coming session, adding that it 
would require new taxation and hinting that 
the funds must be raised partly by the local 
authorities and partly by national taxation. 


Labor Demands Universal Pensions. 

The labor party sees signs of evading the 
government's full pledges in the matter 
which call for universal pensions, so it has 
passed resolutions demancing that the gov- 
ernment scheme shall be nondisoriminatory, 
noncontributory, and applicable to ail who 
have reached the age of 635. The congress 
further deciared that the revenues for pen- 
sions should be obtained not by indirect tax- 
ation, ‘‘ which imposes unreasonable bur- 
dens upon the ciasses, whose income now is 
inadequate, but by a direct taxation upon 
the incomes, a large part of which is social 
in its origin and ought never to have been 
appropriated for private use.“ 

This, of course, is a plain socialist declara- 
tion. Nevertheless, both Bannerman and 
Asquith stand pledged to universal pensions, 
which they now admit, are impossible with- 
out a new scheme of taxation which, by rea- 
son of the vast.amount involved, must be 
confiscatory in its nature. 

There is nothing surprising in these cir- 
cumstances that the government kost the 
seat from Deyonshire yesterday, which had 
been overwhelmingly liberal for many years 
past. a 

Old Conditions Are Repeated. 

The Economist points out that what Syd- 
ney Smith’ said eighty years ago is true to- 
day: The world has never vet seen 80 
extravagant a government as the govern- 
ment of England. Not only is economy not 
practiced but it is despised. Such a scene 
of extravagance, corruption, and expense 
must paralyze industry and mar the fortunes 
of the most indust#ous and spirited people 
that ever existed.” 

Tre Economist adds that the overloaded 
taxpayer who kicked out the extravagant 
unionists in 1906 will soon kick again. 

Discussing the effect of private extrava- 
gance on the prices of commodities, the same 
journal gives an important compilation. Its 
record was made by a series of index figures, 
the average for 1906 being 2,374, while that 
for 1907 was 2492, an Increase of nearly 5 
per cent. 

But the increase of 1907 over 1897, which 
was an average prosperous year, Was 30 per 
cent. The highest range by months was 
May last, when: 2,601 was touched. 
there was a steady decline to 2,310 in- De- 
cember. Economy certainly has begun, but 
ten years ago the index figure was only 1,891.

Ministers Hurrying to Posts for Duty 
in Case of Need. ö

PARIS, Jan. 18.—Abd-el-Aziz, the sultan 
of Morocco, is likely to come to Paris to live 
for awhile. At least a report that is current 
among the leading politicians of France runs 
that way. The story is that the sultan js 
much inclined to flee from Morocco and come 
to a country Where hecould sleep nights, and 
Uve without tremors in the day time. 

The sultan hes been greatly disturbed by 
the proclamation of Mulat Hafid as sultan 
that was made a few days ago. He has lost 
most. of his small stock of courage, He is 
dreadfully poverty stricken, and his confi- 
dence in everybody and everything, except- 
ing only his ancient enemy, France, has 
guite evaporated. ' 

Ther@Ms no cqubt whatever that he wishes 
himself well öüt of Morocco, and it will not 
astoni#h Paris much if he turns up here 
some day with a half a dozen or so of his 
wives. He might have to go to.a cheap hotel, 
however. for in his present condition of im- 
pecunicsity it might be difficult for him to 
make an arrengement with a Paris hotel 
keeper. 


Morocco Worry W 

Not for years kes the Moroccan question 
occasioned so much anxiety to French 
statesmen as they äre experiencing at this 
moment. But the government is resolutely 
sticking to the commission it received from 
the Algeciras conference and for the pres- 
ent is confining its operations to the protec- 
tion of the Algerian frontier and the pro- 
tection of Europeans and European inter- 
ests in the Moroccan ports. 

Gen. d Amade, commander of the French 
forces in Morocco, is holding himself in in- 
stant readiness to throw a strong force into 
Rabat in case of any outbreak of hostilities 
against foreigners there. 

Tre Moroccan question is tomplicated for 
France by the contradictory reports that 
reach Paris. While the news from Tangier 
is consistently favorable to the present 
sultan, that which comes from other points 
indicates the revolution against his author- 
ity is strong and widespread. 


Ministers Hastening Homeward. 

M. Pichon, minister of foreign affairs, made 
haste to return from Madrid this week in 
order to consult with other members of his 
government goncerning the course France 
should pursué, and Jules Cambon, the French 
ambassador to Berlin, cut short his holiday 
and returned to his post. Germany has been 
strangely silent touching Moroccan affairs 
ever since the latest trouble began, and 
knowledge concerning the kaiser’s views ‘s 
greatly desired by the French government. 

Both Abd-el-Aziz and his brother have spe- 
cial envoys in Paris at this time. So far the 
pretender has not been officially recognized, 
but few are boid enough to predict the de- 
velopments of the immediate future. The 
pretender is credibly reported not to lack 
money, men. or arms, while the present sul- 
tan lacks all three. 


FOUR AMERICAN WOMEN

Presentations Now Limited to Official 
Personages, Mere Millionaires Being

DECLINE IN ‘BUILDING IN 1907. 


Statistics Siow Falling Falling: Off of 10, Per 
Cent in Value of Work Done— 
More Structures Erected. 


{Building operations in the principal cities 
for 1907 shows a decrease of 10 per cent 
in comparison with the ig e year. Per- 
mits were taken out ih forty-one cities in 
1907, according to official] reports to Con- 
struction News for 135,705 buildings, in- 
volving a total cost of $48§/224,970,; against 
127,852 buildings aggregating in cost $548,- 
295,419 In 1905, a gain of 7,855 in the number 
of buildings and a decrease in cost of $60,070,- 
449, or 10 per cent, This would indicate that 
construction was upon a much more active 
basis than in 1906, the large increase in the 


number of buildings showing a broader and 


more general interest upon the part of a 
larger number of people and upon the whole 
more satisfactory results to every one en- 
gaged in the huilding industry. The totals, 
including the number of buildings and cost 
by months in the different cities, are as fol- 
lows: 
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Totl. 135,706 $488,224, 970 127,802, $548,205, 410 
oss. tIincluding Manhattan and the Bronx. 


The table reveals the fact that the notable 
increases were in the smaller cities of the in- 
terior and on the North Pacific coast. There 
were gains in twenty cities and decreases in 
eighteen.. The heaviest increases in the cities 
| in which there is any considerable volume of 
' building for the year were in Cit,cinnatil, 11 
per cent; St; Paul, 15; Milwaukee, 11; Indi- 
anapolis, 12; Cleveland, 15, while the showing 
in the north Pacific coast cities ls ramarka- 
| ble, including Spokane with a gain of 44 per 

cent: Tacoma, 23, and Seattle, 14. It will be 
seen that the drift toward a tight money 
market which reached its climax in the lat- 
ter part of October was felt Ren the 
year in the larger cities, where there were 
heavy decreases, including New York City, 
29 per cent; St. Louis, 27; elphia, 22; 
Pittsburg, 22; Washington, 1 ; New Orleans, 
15; Toledo, 28; Duluth, 25; Kansas City, 10, 
and San Antonio, 76.

Is ever a sport let alone by professionals 
and left to the amateurs with whom it orig- 
inated? Amateur nighting is not an excep- 
tion. Just as fake rustics rube a town 
ahead, of or along with a circus, so bogus 
amateurs appear now among the genuine 
novices; and the expert antics of these frauds 
in awkwardness surpass, in nniness of 
course, the real failures of those who do the 
best they know how to. It has become the 
usage to detail one member of the company 
or more, or employ outsiders, to whoop up the 
amateur spells with skilled grotesquery. 


Extra money is drawn in by this device, and 


incidentally the goose of the golden eggs is 
being killed. 

Once in a long while talent is disclosed in 
these ordeals, and this week a trick is played 

with that trump card in a pack stacked to 
win. An Irish songstress from Great Brit- 
ain’s music halls was brougbt over for an 
American vaudeville tour. The importing 
manager struck out an idea. Why not in- 
troduce her as a raw recruit on an amateur 
night, and take the chance of a big boom to 
come of the recognition of her positive merit? 
The woman took tothe exploit. She came out 
on the stage with the mock fright of an Irish 
colleen who had trotted from her native bogs 
directly to foreign theatrical boards. But 
she took care to render her assumed awk- 
wardnegs fetchingly pretty. 

The audience, which had just lambasted 
and bullyragged a song-and-dance team of 
chumps, hesitated to guy her first ballad of

THE VERDICT. 
“The inevitable has happened. A jury 
of twelve plain citizens. has found John 


R. Walsh guilty of misapplication of the. 


funds of the bank of which he was the 
head. Freed from legal verbiage, that 
means that the jury decided that Walsh 
thought more of Walsh thea he did of 


his partners in the bank or the depositors 


who had placed money in his keepiny. 
They decided that in advaneing money to 
enterprises in which he was interested he 
was actuated by a desire to further his 
own interests rather than the interests of 


the people for whom he was morally a 


trustee as the head of the Chicago Na- 
tional bank, 

But long before the disclosures which 
led to the fall of Walsh’s bank and to 
his indictment and conviction that insti- 


_ tution had been condemned by public 


opinion. It was conceived in polities and 
waxed fat through its political connec- 
tions, The funds of the south pgrk and 
west park boards and the drainage boar 
were those Which gave the bank the 
money necessary for its growth and pros- 
perity. For years it was the center of an 
unholy commercial alliance between re- 
publican and democratic political leaders 
whose interest in public affairs was 
prompted. by their desire to control depos- 
its, appropriations, and contracts profit- 
able to themselves and to their business- 


‘political alliances. 


It is no wonder that the jury reached 
its verdict in sorrow and that one juror 
answered the poll in tears. That verdict 
is a terrible termination to a long, bril- 
Hant, and successful career. Whatever 
the ultimate outcome of the case may be, 
it is horrible to see an old man convicted 
of acts for which the penalty is the peni- 
tentiary. It is impossible to consider it 
without pain and even a sort of sympathy 
for Walsh. Even among the. jurors and 


those who agree with them there are 
some who will wish Walsh may never! 


serve the sentence which the law pre- 
scribes for the crime of Which he has 
been found guilty, but who believe the 
verdict will make for righteousness. It 
will make for. a nicer, higher sense of ob- 
ligation on the part not only of bankers 
but of all men to those for whom they are 
morally trustees in business. 


| THE sOUND BODY. 

There is a humorous touch in Dr. Sar- 
gent’s proposition to connect scholarship 
and physical training in a new way. 
There has been much talk about the 
scholarship of athletes, and regulations 
have become increasingly severe in the 
standard of classroom work set up as an 
absolute prerequisite: to intercollegiate 
competition in football, baseball, track. 
or other popular sport. The veteran Har- 
vard director declares that consistency de- 


mands that such regulations should be 


coupled with another, providing that no 
student shall be given honors in hi; 
studies unless he attains a certain stand- 
ard in gymnastics or athletics. | 

After all, however, this proposition 
simply puts in a striking form the familiar 


saying about the desirability of a sound. 


mind in a sound body. The plea for 
physical ‘training as a compulsory subject 
which Dr. Sargent makes in the current 
number of the School Review emphasizes 
the importance of physical culture rather 
than that of athletics. It is an attempt 
to awaken more interest in the necessity 
of caring. for the body as the mind iz 
being “trained. It asks for such training 
in secondary school and higher institu- 
tion as well. 

The claim is made that some of the 
and physical qualities 
which would be developed by systematic 
training of the body are increased power 
of attention, will, concentration, accuracy, 
alertness, quickness of perception, perse- 
verance, reason, judgment, forbearance, 
patience, obedience, self-control, loyalty to 
leaders, self-denial, submergence of self, 
grace, poise, sugpleness, courage, strength, 
and endurance. That is quite a cata- 
logue of virtues. At the same time it is 
not ditficult to see how much there is in 
the claim set forth for physical culture 
as a dominant influence in developiug 
them, 

There are some eyidences that the sub- 
ject is occupying the attention of edu- 
cators more.and more each year. Some 
colleges require physica] training of one 
sort or another of every undergraduate. 
In others this work is compulsory for 
the first year men or for those in the first 
half of the course. In many secondary 
schools the gymnasium is advertised as a 
drawing card, its work being emphasized 
not as a means of developing a few ath- 
letes but as a part of the education of 
manly boys.. The military schools often 
find favor quite as much for the effects 
of their training upon the body as for 
the belief in the benefits of military’ dis- 
cipline upon the mind and the personal 
babits. . 

The physical condition of children 10 
the lower schools is often remarked. De- 
fective . eyesight, defectire. hearing, and 
diseases of various sort are found in 
abundance. More stress is being laid 
upon school hygiene, the preservation of 
health and the correction of physical and 
mental defects being desired. Dr. Sar-

The need ot subways for Chicago is 
pressed upon the attention almost every 
day in one way or another, The strap-. 
hangers w 
motion of. crowded cars on surface lines, 
on suburban trains, and on elevated roads 
realize twice a day the inadequacy of 
transportation facilities. The rehabilita- 
tion of the street car ‘systems was long 
looked forward to with hope as a certain 
relief.. But it is plainly apparent now 
that this work.has been. 80 delayed that 


better ‘rails, larger cars, and more fre- 


quent and more rapid service will do little 
more than give needed comfort. for the 
travel of today without providing for the 
increased population of tomorrow. The 
subway presents the only. solution of. the 
transportation problem.

Almost every account of a fire of 
size which. occurs in the vicinity of 
elevated structure within’ the loop con- 


‘tains a paragraph describing the blockade 


of trains. Sometimes the delay. is. of long 
duration. At, others it is temporary. In 
either case it completely disarranges train 
schedules and brings discontent to the 
waiting crowds who have to depend upon 
the elevated roads for fairly quick. trans- 
portation homeward. This point of view 
is entirely. distinet from that which might 
show the menace of the loop to the fire- 
men or the constant danger in Which 
property owners stand of great losses re- 
sultant from its interference with the free 
fighting of fires. * 

It is an entirely unsatisfactory ‘situation 
which makes possible the blockade of four 
distinct lines of travel running to differ. 
ent quarters of the city when an elevated 
car jumps the track at a crossing. The 
natural discontent of patrons: who have 
paid the fare for quick service and are 
then shifted from one station to another 
when the management knows. perfectly 
well that the whole system is blockaded 
is not to be wondered at. But it is plain 


that such a faulty arrangement of tracks 


on the loop contains nothing of encourage - 
ment to the future crowds of the larger 
city’ who must have speedy communica- 
tion between their homes and places. of 
business. 

The declaration that the manufacturing 
zone of Chicago embraces 1,000. square 
miles, its outer curve passing forty-five 
miles north from the city center, forty 
miles west, and about thirty miles south 
and southeast, is but one statement which 
calls attention to the greater Chicago of 
coming years. New York with its under- 
ground roads, in. use or, just opening or 
soon to open, is demanding more subways. 


They are asserted to be Imperative in or- 


der to bind together the parts of that 
metropolitan city. Chicago must bestir 
itself in the same direction or soon find 
itself stagnating because of lack of those 


transportation facilities without which de- 


velopment is absolutely impossible. 


MICHIGAN’S RAWAL. 

Michigan has cfossed the athletic Rubi- 
con, The action of the institution in 
withdrawing from the western intercol- 
legiate conference agreement will be sin- 
cerely regretted by a large majority of 
the friends of college sport in the middle 
west. For the Michigan teams hay> been 
popular in the annual contests. They 
ba ve maintained a prominent position for 
many years. Their absence from the con- 
férénce “ meets” will be felt. 

At the same time it is not surprising 
that the decision to go rather than submit 
to the regulations of the vonference has 
been reached. The situation had become 
so complicated that a return to the fold 
would have been attended by necessary 
concessions which, would have been al. 
most humiliating. The opposition to some 
of the reform measures bas been so decig- 
ed that possibly false steps were taken to 
emphasize it. To fetrace those would 
have placed Michigan in an unhappy posi- 
tion. The easiest way out is the way 
which has been chosen. ‘ 

The faculty members who took up the 
task of correcting the evils of the athietic 
situation decided.upon a limit of five foot- 
ball games as the proper one for the con- 
ference colleges. Michigan favored a 
longer schedule. They declared that the 
training table, at which gladiators’ were 
fed on a special diet with the object of 
developing brawn for fierce fighting, was 
a professional device not desirable for col-: 
lege students. Michigan believed in the 
advantages of such a table and thought 
that they outweighed the manifest objee- 
tions. They declared that three years 
should be the limit of ‘intercollegiate com- 
petition, designing to put an end to the 
unseemly scramble for athletes in the 
preparatory schools. Wisely or unwisely, 
they made this rule retroactive, by this 
provision hitting Michigan harder than 
any other institution. Michigan naturally 
made vigorous protest against the retro- 
active clause. 

While Michigan has decided to sever 
its relationships with the colleges of the 
territory with which it is united. geo- 
graphically, and while its students and 
alumini generally may regard this action 
as ~~ only thing possible in vjew of all 
the circumstanees, it is gratifying to note 
that the other institutions show no signs 
of any retrogression in connection with 
athletic reforms. It required.some dras- 
‘tie measures to check the evil ‘tendencies 
so marked in intercollegiate ‘athletics three 
years ago. Students weré giving too much 
attention to athletics. Bitterness. of feel 
ing had taken the place of intercollegiate 
comity. The real business of college life 
was often lost sight of in what should be 
mere recreation. The pendulum may have 
swung too far. But the improved situa- 
tion of today seems to have justified the 
heroic measures of the faculties, one un- 
fortunate result of which, however, is the 
loss to western college sport of: the ath- 
letes of the great Michigan school.

It wag-a sort-of for- 
lorn hope, with ninty-nine’ chances: in a 
hundred that he would be taken, and he 
carried nothing with him. ‘He was picked 
up by a ship in the offing, and thus reached 
Holland and France. His escape was im- 
mediately known, and of course. Gen. Lam- 
bert, who was in charge of the besieging 
force, took.it for granted-that he had car- 
ried the regalia away with him, and there+ 


fore relaxed the severity.of the siege since 


its. principal. object had, as he believed, dis- 
appeared. Consequently, when Mrs. Grain- 
ger, the wife of the minister of the parish 
church of Kineff, some six miles distant, 
begged for permission to visit Mrs, Ogilvie, 
wife pf the liegtenant governor of Dunnotar 
castle, on some pretext or anotker. she was 
allowed to pass through, the lines, Gen. 
Lambert perhaps beli¢ving that she might 
persuade the inmates of the uselessness of 
holding. out any longer. 
— 


Mrs. Grainger, before leaving the castle on 
her return home, managed to conceal the 
crown, the scepter, and the sword about 
her person, the sword and scepter, being 
sawed.in half and swathed in lint. When 
Mrs. Grainger emerged. from the castle 
Gen. Lambert plied her with questions, 
which she answered to his satisfaction, and 
was so pleased indeed that, much to her em- 
barrassment, he insisted upon himself as- 
sisting her to mount her horse. She reached 
her husband in eafety, and at the dead of 
night. he and she together dug a hole in 
front of the pulpit in the parish church in 
Kineff, where the crown and scepter were 
concealed, the stone. being thereupon » iTe- 
placed in such a manner as to leave no-trace 
that it had been raised. The sword of‘state 
was hidden in a similar manner under the 

stone flagging, near the western entrance of 
the church. 

A fortnight afterwards Diiinvtar castle 
surrendered; and some doubts having arisen 
meanwhile in the mind of Gen. Lambert as 
to whether Sir John Keith had really car- 
ried away the regalia with him to France, 
George Ogilvie and his wife, and eventually 
the Rev. Christian and Mrs, Grainger, were 


subjected. not only to a searching examina- - 


tion but even to torture, in ofder te induce 


them to disclose what had become. of the 


regalia. Nothing, however, could force 
them to admit anything beyond the fact 
that they believed Sir John Keith to have 


carried off the crown, the scepter, and the 


sword to the continent: Under the floor of 
the parish church of Kineff the regalia re- 
mained hidden from view for the following 


nine years, until after the restoration they 


were unearthed and turned over to King 
Charles II., who bestowed a large monetary 
reward upon the Graingers, of which the 
record remains in an act of parliament dated 


1661, while money and knighthood were 


granted to George Ogilvie, Sir John Keith 
being created Lord Keith of Inverury, and 
of Keith Hall, first ear] of Kintore, and ap- 
pointed hereditary — marischal of 
Scotland. 

— 


The Keiths are one of the oldest of patrician 
houses in Scotland, and it is on historic rec- 
ord that the hereditary office’ of grand or 
earl marischal of Scotland was first borne 
by a Keith in the reign of King Devid I., 
was reaffirmed in 1458, in the person of Sir 
William Keith, tenth in legitimate descent 
from the founder of the family. There are 
several cases of alliances of the Keiths with 
the Stuart kings of Scotland, and their es- 
tates were so vast that it used to be said 
that the earls marischal could &ravel from 
the Tweed to the northernmost point of the 
Kingdom, not only sleeping every night but 
even eating every meab on their own land. 


The second earl of Kintore joined the rising 


in behalf of the Stuarts in 1715, was at the 
battle of Sherriffmuir, and made a vow 
there never to shave his beard until the 
Stuarts recovered their own. He died three 
years afterwards, remarkable for his hirsute 
adornment at a time when most noblemen 
were shaved. He was succeeded by his 
first and second sons, and then the estates 
and the honors should, according to the re- 
mainder of the grant of the earldom of Kin- 
tore, have gone to George and James Keith, 
sons of the elder brother of the first earl. 


~~ 


‘Both George Keith, de jure earl maris- 
chal of Scotland, and his brother, James, 
bad however, been attainted by parliament 
for their devotion to the Stuart cause. and, 
while George II. of England was ready, in 
deference to the intervention of their friend, 
Frederick the Great, to allow them the pos- 
session of their estates in Scotland, he would 
not permit them to succeed to the earldom 
of Kintore. They neither of them married, 
and while the younger of the two, James, 
fell in the battle of Hochkirehen, serving 
under Frederick the Great as a Prussian 
field marshal, George Keith, the earl 
marischal, on the invitation of Frederick the 
Gredt took up his residence at Potsdam, 
Where he died as a member of the intimate 
eitcle of Frederick and as an associate of 
Voltaire, who frequently refers to him in 
his writings, as does Jean Jacques Rousseau: 
Not until his death did the earldom of Kintore 
pass to the eighth Lord Falconer, as ‘the 
grandson of “> aig agli only daughter of the 
second earl of Kintore, who had married the 
fifth Lord Falconer, the Falconers being 
- descended from Ranulphus de Lunkyir, who 
was royal. falconer. to King William. the 
Lion, the barony of Falconer being created 
in favor of this lineal descendant in sina

The present earl of Kintore is ee 

Iso Lord Falconer, and this minor, though 
most anctent, of his.dignities’ is used as a 
courtesy title by his eldest son, Lord Fal- 
coner, who spends so much = his time in 
America. ‘and is a familiar figure in New 
York society. Lord ‘Kintore has been one 
of the most successful and popular of Aus- 
tralian governors, being the first official of 
his rank to perform the feat of traversing 
the entire continent of Australia, from north 
to south, on horseback, in orthodox bush- 
man's costume. Indeed, photographs of the 
camp scenes en route, representing bim 
squatting on a log by the campfire, the 
_ sleeves of his fiannel shirt rolled up to his 
elbows, boiling his billy of tea, and holding 
in his mouth a stubby briar pipe, ‘appealed 
more to the bush colonials than any of the 
trappings of,his rank or the pomp and cere- 
mony by which he was environed as gov- 
ernotr at Adelaide. He has been lord in 
waiting to Queen Victoria and to King Ed 
ward, and was selected by the latter as his 
special ambassador to announce his acces- 
gion ‘to a number of foreign sovereigns.

To the question, How shall we think of the 
divine? there can be but one ‘gnewer—in 
higher, wider, deeper, nobler, purer ways 
than yesterday. The conception must be a 
developing one. A man's spiritual’ capacities 
develop as his inner ‘vision’ becomes more 
keen. The soul takes wider flight, and in 
our deep thoughts we discover ‘that which 
language cannot compass. 

There are those who think they dt be 
atheists: ‘because they cannot believe in the 
God of the Hebrews, the God of the Old Test- 
ament—a limited personality: ‘But the genu- 
ine atheists‘are more likely to be those Who 
are Without a sense of the divine, because 
they ha ve taken definitions and descriptions 
prepared by others instead ot seeking truth 
for themselves. 

We are but poor 1018450 of those ancient 
teachers if we have not discovered that their 
greatest lesson to us is not truth, as they had 
found it, but the blessing of the persistent 
search after truth: To cherish as final past 
presentations of truth is to de false to its 
present possibilities. 

We do not need to worry over:definitions 
of the divine. We do need to cultivate the 
temper of mind and the sensitiveness of 
spirit that will save us from blindness to the 
higher facts of life. that will save us from 
the blasting: whirlwind of materialism, with 
its sense of nothing but a soulless world of 
things. 

We need to avold the mind that shuts the 
divine up in some far off heaven to be reached 
only by formal telephony called prayer; that 
falls to see the infinite in all things—in sun-+ 
light and flower, in chfldren’slaughter, and 
in misery’s wail, in factories and stores, as 
well as in churches. We need the mind that 
argues not about omnipresence, but in duty 
and delight cries, Always and everywhere 
thou art near.

in which the travelinx will be done. 

With California as the destination. a double 
header route has been worked out whith will 
require two teams to execute and which calls 
for playing seventy-five exhibition games and 
covering practically all the available terri- 
tory on the coast and in the south and mid- 
dle west. 

The small army of players which will be 
taken on this long jaunt will travel as no 
training squad ever traveled before. A Spe- 
cial train will be provided by the Rock Island 
system to transport the party to the coast. 
The equipment préscribed by the agreement 
with the raflroad company includes two Pull- 
man sle¢pers, a combination compartment, 
observation and buffet car, a dining car, and 
a library and baggage car, all to be drawn 
by a “highly decorated special engine. 
There will be over thirty players in the party 
and many of them will be accompanied by 
their wives. Comiskey’s own family and 
friends, added to the war correspondents, will 
raise the total of the company to over fifty, 
it is expected. 


Leave Chicago on Feb. 29. 

The route of invasion will be by way of 
Kansas City and El Paso to Los Angeles, 
and the special train de luxe ſs scheduled to 
leave the La Salle street station at 9 p. m. 
on Feb. 29. Those of the White Sox who 
do not live along the route will board the 
train here. Several will be picked up on the 
way, but by the time the frain reaches To- 
peka all will be aboard, it is expected. The 
schedule calls for their arrival in El Paso 
at 5 p. m. on March 2, and in Los Angeles at 
7 p. m. on the following day. 

Except for this long journey the entire 
squad wil be together only a little over one 
day. That will be on March 4 in Los An- 
geles, where a short breathing spell wi)! be 
allowed. to get limbered up. On March 5 
the players will be divided into two squads, 
to be designated as No. 1 and No. 2. Dates 
have been arranged for both teams in San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, and the intervening 
cities along the coast. 

Team No, 2 will be sent to San Francisco 
first to play there on March 6, 7, and 8, 
with a morning game to be played in Oak- 
land, across the bay,.on the morning of 
March 8 That will be startink double 
headers early in the year. On the same 
dates team, No. 1 will be playing three 
games. at Los Angeles. Then both squads 
will board treins again. Team No. 1 will 
play three games on its way north, the se- 
lection, to be made from Santa Barbara, 
Salinas, Bakersfield, and Visalia, “ Big 
Jeff Overall’s home. Team No. 2 will play 
in three of these four cities on their way 
south and the two squads will pass each 
other on the road. 


Morning Game at Oakland. 


Arriving in San Francisco, the first team 
will play the San Francisco club on March 
12, 13, 14, and 15, and a morning game at 
Oakland on Sunday, March 15. The second 
team will play the Los Angeles team on the 
same dates. 

That wil! finish the stay of both squads on 
the coast. Team No. 1 will leave San Fran- 
cisco on the night of March 15 and, traveling 
by way of Los Angeles and El Paso, will jour- 
ney to New Orleans, where it is scheduled to 
play the Southern league team three games on 
March 20, 21, and 22. From the gulf metrop- 
olis team No. 1 will follow the usual Mississip- 
pi valley spring route. playing ite way north 
through Alabama, Tennessee, and Indiana. 

Leaving New Orleans on the night of March 
22, the Sox No. 1 are scheduled to play in 
Montgomery on March 28, Birmingham on 
the 24th and 25th, and Nashville on the 26th 
and 2ith. This wil finish the work with the 
Southern league teams. The team will jump 
then to Evansville in the Central league for 
March 28 and 29. and to Terre Haute of the 
same circuit for March 30 and 31. 


Two Games at Indianapolis. 

Two games are scheduled with the Indian- 
apolis American association team for April 
1 and 2. and then, with one open date, the 
Sox will go to Cincinnati to try to keep the 
engagement with the Reds, which was frus- 
trated last spring by the weather bureau. 
The games with Cincinnati are booked for 
April 4 and 5. From Redland the Sox are 
scheduled for South Bend of the Central 
league on April 6 with the University of 
Tiinois at Champaign on April 7,8, 9, and 10, 
and with Fort Wayne Central league team 
on April 11 and 12. Leaving the 13th open, 
the White Sox will return to their own camp- 
ing ground to prepare for the opening of the 
championship season on ApI 14. 

While the first team is following this 
‘beaten route, team No. 2 will be kept busy 
playing its way home by an entirely different 
route. Leaving Los Angeles on the same 
night that the first team starts from Frisco, 
March 15, the second team will stop- off in 
Arizona for four days, playing at Phoenix 
on St. Patrick’s day, at Tucson on March 
18. Bisbee on March 19, and Douglas on 
March 20. Then two days will be spent 
in El Paso, Téx., March 21 and 22, and the 
second squad will start north on the night 
of the 22d. 


Busy Schedule for Team No. 2. 


Team No. 2 will play in Albuquerque, N. M., 
on the 284, Oklahoma City on the 24th, then 
continue northward into Kansas for games 
at Hutchinson on March 25, Wichita on the 
20th, and Topeka onthe 27th. The one night 
stands will be broken again by two games 
in Kansas City on March 28 and 2, to be 
followed by two in Lincoln, Neb., on March 
30 and $1, two in Sioux City, Ia., on April 1 
and 2, and three in Omaha, Neb., on April 3, 
4 and & The rest of the way it will be one 
day in a town for-the setond battalion. They 
will hit Des Moines on April 6, Burlingtqn on

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RETIRED RACEHORSE OWNER 
KILLS HIMSELF AT NEW YGRK. 


Walter C. Rollins, Former Well 
Known Patron of the Turf, Commits 
Suicide by Shooting. 


New York, Jan. 18.—[Special.]—Walter 
Childs Rollins. a wealthy: retired racéhorse 
owner, Committed suicide in. his home at 
2449 Walton avenue. Bronx, today by blowing 
out his brains. Uins, although 
from racing, was well known among turf- 
men as the owner of a famous string of 
horses which won many large stakes all 
over the country. 

Five months ago Rollins’ young wife died 
suddenly. She wes a true helpmate to him 
and they were greatly attached to each 
After her death Rollins. was incon- 
solable. He became sd despondent that his 
son, Walter Childs Jr., and his three daugh- 
ters and his intimate friends feared he would 
become mentally unbalanced.

DEFIES THE OSLER THEORY. 


Veteran Pugilist Tells Secret of His 
Long Life and Vigor.

. Louis, Mo., Jan. 19.—{Special. }—Bill 
Clark, the Belfast Chicken,” who is the 
oldest living prize fighter in the world, yes- 
terday celebrated his elghtieth birthday in 
a manner befitting one who earned honors 
in the roped arena a quarter of a century or 
more before the present pugilistic heroes 
faw the light of day. Bill, as has been his 
custom for half a century, celebrated his 
anniversary in company of a favorite few. 

The Belfast Chicken probably is the 
youngest man for his years in the Lnited 
States, and put the Osler theory to flight in 
a manner that caused even his friends to 
sit up, for Bill, as one of the features of his 
part.“ went three rounds with a loca! 
bexer, young enough to be his grandson, and 
made the latter feel glad when it was all over. 

He furthermore astonished his friends who 
had gathered at his swimming school to help 
usher in his eightieth year, by announcing 
he would fight any man 8% years old to a 
finish for a purse of any size. Bill was not 
joking when he issued his defi, and his 
friends, who are familiar with the old man’s 
agility, feel confident he would be more than 
a match for any man fifteen years younger. 
Bill, in issuing his challenge to the world of 
old men, does not specify any weight or num- 
ber of rounds, but simply insists that all who 
ecerpt «is challenge present a birth certifi- 
cate showing their age to be equal to his. 


Active in the Forties. 


Clark's fighting days date back to a time 
almost past memory, for he was licking every | 
man of his weight in the united kingdom in 
Ame 40s. Next to BI Clark ranks Jem Mace, | 
the former champion of Great Britein. Jem 
ig at least five years Bill's junior, and is to- 
day a Gecrepit cld man. 

It was Bill Clark who started Jem on the 
high road to fame. Bill's longevity seems a | 

mystery when his life is reviewed, for the 
hard knocks of his younger days were fol- 
lowed by years of high living that have put 
many another man to his last slumber. Bu 
the Belfast Chicken is not content with 
having lived eighty years, and is determined 
to cross the century mark before answering 
the last summons. 

William Clark, as he signs his checks, was 
born in Belfast, Ireland. January. 1828. His | 
family moved to Manchester, England, when | 
he wee about 6 rears old, and when he was 
14 Pill was put to work in the cotton fac- 
tories of that city. In those days prize fights 
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were an almost every day cecurrence, and it 
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was natural Pill, wio was of a pugilist ie 
turn of mind, should aspire to do battle in the 
roped arena. He was discouraged in this am- 
bition by his mother. Bill. however. made it 
a point to frequert a tab house where the 
local boxers made their headquarters. Bill 
pleaded his cause with the proprietor, who 

_ finally consented with having him go on with 
one of the lads. 


Fights for Sixteen Shillings. 

The bout wes for a puree of 16 shillings. 
and the “ Belfast Chicken demonstrated 
hie ability in a few minutes. When Bill 

turned home with the money his mother 
inetantiv became suepicions that he had come 
by ft unlawfully and insisted on leading the 
eoming champion back to the tavern by the 
ear. where his story was confirmed. Asrhort 
time later the Belfast Chicken ' became 
@ member of the tavern’s fighting squad and 
hie pugilistic career began. 

Clark. as was the custom among the boxers 
in those early days. had a booth built and 
with a few other fighters set out on a tour 
ef Fngland. Iretand. Scotland. and Wales, 

meeting all comers. Soon he had a reputa- 
tion from the Firth of Forth to Land’s End. 
But Bill’s hands at last gave out, for the 
fighting was done with bare knuckles in those 
days. and he was forced to become a trainer 
of fighters. It was when engaged in this 
oceupation that Jem Mace came under his 
tutelage. 

Forty-five years ago Clark came to New 
Tork and engaged in giving boxing lessons 
erd training fighters in that city. While 
engaged in this work some of the best bloods 
of the metropolis paseed through his hands. 
Twenty-two years ago Bill came to St. Louis 
end opened up a swimming school. in which 
buetness he has been engaged ever since. 

Despite his age he gets in the tank every 
morning for two or three hours and person- 
ally teaches Young America how to swim. 
The old man fs active and delights to doa 
little sparring. just to keep his hands in,“ 
as he says. This is what keeps him young. 

Gives Birthddy Party. 

Yt was at his swimming school that Bill 
reid his birthday party® He invited twenty 
of iis close friends to partake of the good 
things. Among these was Tommy Robinson, 
a local boxer, with whom Bill went a three 
round bout just to show he had not forgot- 
ten how to sidestep and-éeint. 

What is the secret of your long life and 
remarkable vigor?’ he was asked the other 
dey. 

It ain't exactly a secret,” the old man 
replied, “f'r once upon a time I told it t' a 
couple o'“ women folks.

FLIGHT OF LOCAL AERONAUTS 
TO BE MADE ON WEDNESDAY. 


Five Chicagoans in Party Which Will 
Make Aerial Trip from Quincy, III.— 
Baldwin to Be Pilot. : 


Five members of the Aeronautique club of 
Chicago will experience the sensations at- 
tending an aerial flight on Wednesday. The 
flight will be made from Quincy, III., Capt. 
Baidwin of that city having offered the local 
aeronauts the use of his balloon Invincible 
for the trip. Those who will go are President 
Coey. Secretary Perrigo. G. R. Lawrence, 
Robert Tarrant, and Charles Gregory. They 
will leave the city on Tuesday night fcr 
Quincy. Along with these on the flight will 
be one of the Baldwin brothers to act as pilot. 

The balloon in which the trip will be made 
is of 110,000 cubic feet capacity and it is tre 
hope of the aeronauts that a breeze will be 
blowing from the west so that Chicago may 
be made the landing point. Sufficient ballast 
willl be carried to make a full day’s trip and 
if the breeze ts from the east it is possfble 
400 or 500 miles may be covered before a land- 
ing is made. Invincible is the balloon which 
carried Capt. Baldwin out over the Pacific 
ocean two years ago after am ascension at 
San Francisco. 

Members of the local club have received 
an invitation from the Aero club of St. Louis 
for a flight from the Mound City in one of its 
balloons of 80,000 feet capacity. The trip 
may be arranged within the next two weeks 
Af the flight from Quiney proves a success. 

Enthusiasm is being shown in aeronautical 
circies over the great flight of M. Farman, 
the noted Frenchman who covered a circular 
kilometer in his aeroplane on Wednesday. 
Local interest in the achievement is accent- 
uated from the fact that his craft was con- 
structed after the Hasle principle patented 
in this country and abroad by Prof. Otto 
Chanute, a resident of Chicago and a member 
of the local club. Prof. Chanute's patents 
also were let to the Wright brothers, who are 
now abroad figuring with foretgn govern- 
ments for their machine for use in war. 

Farman will make a visit to America dur- 
ing the coming summer. An invitation to at- 
tend the contests to be held in Chicago July 
2, 3, and 4 was sent him by the club and his 
entry in the aeroplane event will be sought 
by the club’ representative when he goes 
abroad in April. 

The $2,000 trophy which will be given the 
winner of the long distance ballooning con- 
test in addition to a kuge cash prize has 
been received by the club. It stands thirty- 
seven inches and weighs 298 ounces. A re- 
quest for information concerning the July 
meeting was received yesterday from Alfredo 
Sanchez, the Spanish aeronaut.

Keyes, Murphy, Johnny Summers, 
Matty Baldwin, “Young” Erne, and 

* Young ”’ Loughery are considered the best 
lightweights in the east, and they are 30 
evenly matched it is difficult to state which of 
the lot is the better boxer. Keyes. has de- 
feated Summers and Murphy and therefor&s 
considered one of the topnotchers, which 
makes McFariand’s viotory stick out so 
much the stronger. With Bert's scalp snugly 
tied to hig belt it appears as if Packer, 
will wade through the eastern bunch as 
easily as he did the western outfit.

During hig short pugilistic career MeFar- 
land cleaned up his opponents in this neck 
of the woods like a champion. Among his 
victins before invading the east, are such 
known good ones as Rid Goodman, a boy 
of vast experience; ‘* Kid Herman, Chariey 
Neary, and Maurice Sayers.

And, undoubtedly, a number of 
westerners feared ‘* Packey’' would have 
his work cut out for him directly he bearded 
the lions in their respective ders. What, was 
argued, were victories over Goodman, Her- 
man, Neary, Sayers, and others with such 
highly touted fighters as Keyes, Baldwin, 


|} Summers, Murphy, and others awafting his 


arrival to eat him alive? 

Surely the prejudiced easterner knows more 
about the fighting game and fighters in par- 
ticular than does the westerner. Don't all 
the star fighters, when they gather a bank 
roil, bike tothe White Way? And is it not 
the general belief that a fighter is not a fight- 
er until he adopts the New York swagger” 

So who, they ask themselves, is Packey "’ 
McFarland? A boy from Chicago, eh? Well, 
whq did he ever beat? A few cheap skates 
that we would not tolerate in a preliminary. 
Send this wonderful Chicagoan east, was the 
slogan, and we will send him back depleted of 
all his western glory.

All this talk and hubbub regarding 
Packey's fistie qualifications would have 
been unnecessary had he and Murphy had it 
out at Indianapolis, as that bout would have 
given the eastern fans a line on McFarland, 
one which they did not get until last Tuesday 
night. There was not a vast crowd on hand 
to see Packey in his initial contest, but 
enough were present to testify we did not 
send on a counterfeit. After McFarland 
finished his twelve round jaunt with Keyes, 
presto, change, the easterners, to a man, 
voted him the fistic goods of the day. 

Accounts of the contest state Packey ” 
made Bert look like a novice and that he beat 
him without mussing his hair. Also that he 
would have finished Keyes before the limit 
set had he, Heyes, devoted less time to hold- 
ing and more to fighting. However, the 
westerner won so impressively and so de- 
cisively he left no room for argument.

DECLARES THE COMMISSION. 


National Body Tells Why Permission 
to Place Another Baseball Club in 
Chicago Was Refused. 


Cincinnati, O., Jan. 18.—Although the de- 
cision of the national baseball commission 
on the various resolutions presented by the 
American association was announced at the 
time of the annual meeting last week, the 
full explanation of the reasons for its ac- 
tion was not given until today, when the 
finding was formally promuigated. 

Regarding the request for indorsement in 
the attempt to place an American assocta- 
tion league in Chicago, after stating that 
the subject was not within the jurisdiction 
of the commission, the report says: ; 

The commission, however, is prepared at 


this time to go on record as opposed: with-. 


out qualification, to a territorial infringe- 
ment of this kind and will strongly recom- 
mend that the petition be denied. The 
foundation upon which organized baseball 
rests today is the respecting of territorial 
rights, the enforcement of all contracts, the 
reservation of players, and the opportunity 
provided for players to advance in their pro- 
fession and receive adequate compensation 
for their services. To encroach upon any of 
these provisions would be like pulling the 
cornerstone from this foundatien. If one 
league should have the right to encroach 
upon the territory of another, then all 
leagues must have the same right. If such 
a condition existed, nothing but chaos and 
disaster would follow.”’ a 

The proposition to draft players only from 
the clubs in the next lower league is dis- 


approved because it is in violation of that 


object of the national agreement which pro- 


| vides for the promotion of the welfare of ball 


players as a class by developing them and 
perfecting them in their profession and en- 
abling them to secure adequate compensa- 
tion for their expertness.

NEW ANGLE IN SEMI-PRO WAR.

Developments In the local semi-pro base- 
ball war yesterday were confined to an agree- 
ment reached between some of the traveling 
clubs and the Park Owners’ association at 
a meeting in Anson's billiard rooms. 

In return for being guaranteed a reserve 
list of players by the park owning clubs, five 
traveling teams—the Elgin Nationals, Arions, 
Mutuals, Rivals, and White Recks—affiliat- 
ed with the organization which is fighting the 
new City league.

This is the topic for speculation among the 
5,000 students who for years have grumbled 
against the methods and actions of the or- 
ganization with which Michigan was allied 
up to last Monday night. Some of,them 
are fearful, but they are in the minority. 

Owing to the absence of Graduate Director 
Baird, the speculation on what Michigan will 
do has been intensified. The director will 
return tonight from Kansas, and it is be- 
lieved he will be able to furnish at once some 
idea as to what may be expected in the way 
of meets and games. 


Games in Western Field. 

In the western field Ohio State is the only 
strong opponent this side of the Mississippi 
that is ready to continue relations with the 
maize and blue. In the transmississippi field 
there are Nebraska, Missouri, and Kansas, 
all eager to get places on Michigan’s sched- 
ules. Vanderbilt probably will remain the 
southern standby, and no more formidable 
opponent on gridiron or diamond is wanted 
by the Wolverines. 

Pennsylvania has announced a contract 
tor games in 1908 and 1900; Dartmouth, An- 
napolis, and Lafayette recently have opened 
negotiations, and there is talk of getting a 
game with Princeton for next fall. All the 
eastern colleges are willing to meet Michigan 
in baseball. The eastern intercollegiate and 
Peunsyivania invitation track meets are 
open to the ma nd blue athletes.

Believe Wolverines’ Field Is in the 
West, but Are Pleased at Chance of 
Two Big Football Games. 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 18.—[{Special.}—Com- 
ing as a thunderbolt out of a clear sky, just at 
a time when athletic affairs d to be ad- 
justing themselves to their Formal status 
among the colleges‘ of the middle west, the 
retirement of Michigan from competition 
with the conference universities has given, 
rise to feelings of both regret and joy in the 
athletic camp at the University of Wisconsin. 

Regret is felt because the Badgers feel that 
Michigan.rightly-belongs to the west and be- 
lieve that it should confine its athletic en- 
deavors to that locality. Joy is felt beeause 
the much tangted problem of a football 
schedule for next fall seems nearer a solution 


than before the Wolverines voted themselves 


out of competition in the west. 

While the Michiganders will be misecd’from 
the Badger schedules, there is one phase of 
their withdrawal which gives general satis- 
faction. Their action makes it possible for 
Wisconsin to take on two big colleges for 
football dates in the fall. Athletic Director 
Hutchins already has begun negotiations for 
games and tentative agreements have been 
reached with both Chicago and Minnesota. 
The only hitch in the program up to date is 


| thet each of these colleges demands the Wis- 


consin games be played on their home 
grounds, which concessions, if granted, 
would leave the Badgers without a big game 
in Madison. It is doubtful if the students and 
alumni would consent to such an arrange- 
ment, even if the faculty should ratify such 
a program, and every effort will be made by 
the athletic department to bring the Maroon 
game to Madison.

Ali of the 
men who have a chance of making good will 
be taken on this trip. There is an excellent 
diamond at the resort, and there will be 
plenty of limbering up exercise preliminary 
to the start of the exhibition games, the 
first of which will be played here March 26 
with the Philadelphia Athletics. The White 
Sox follow them.

The grand circuit stewards. finally have de- 
cided to make a change in the matter of a 
presiding judge for the meetings under their 
Sontrol and they also have taken radical ac- 
tion in regard to an official start ry 

When the stewards took these matters 

da few years ago George H. Hayt » 
inghamton, N. Y., who was favored for the 
place by D. J. Campau of Detroit, was given 
the job of presiding judge. He was known 
to horsemen as having tried his hand at start- 
ing without brilliant success and he also had 
officiated as presiding judge on various occa- 
Mons. As presiding judge of the grand cir- 
cuit meetings Mr. Hayt has not been popular, 
the. chief faultgfound with him being he did 
not see things which were remarkably plain 
to a good many other people. The starting 
‘judge during the Hayt régime has been R. L. 
Newton of Yorkville, Ill. He had done good 
work in the west before being taken up by the 
grand circuit management, but did not seem 
to hit it off well in his new surroundings. 
Buffalo made a big kick about Mr. Newton’s 
work in 1906 and announced it would choose 
its own starter thereafter. The stewards 
put in Hayt and Newton for 1907, but there 
Was more or less criticism all along the line, 
‘and now both have been shelved. No suc- 
‘cessor to Newton was named, the stewards 
finding that in the matter of a starter nearly 
every track had a choice of its own and that 
no one man was going pone all of them, 


Keating for Judge. 

For presiding Judge A. J. Keating of New 
Work City has been chosen, and I regard 
His selectioh as a fortunate one. Having 
known Mr. Keating a good many years and 
“geen his work in the stand down the grand 
circuit and at Lexington, where he officiated 
last fall for the first time, I am free to say, 
all things consTlered, he is the best man for 

the place. In addition toa™fiorough know!- 
edge of the rules he also is a practical horse- 
man, and his acquaintance with ali the prom- 
ment drivers and their work is such he is 
‘able to act intelligently, which; together with 
fairness, a characteristic of Mr. Keating's 
work, is all the driversask. — 

The men in the sulky have a right to in- 
telligence in the judges’ stand, but they do 
not always get it, wherefore they are com- 
pelled to, take care of their own: intérésts 
during the progress of a race. When three 
or four drivers in a race are helping them- 
‘selves,’ as it is called, it follows of necessity 
there is likely to be a general disregard of 
the rules and ethics of the sport, sometimes 
‘culminating in foul driving. 

The retirement of Newton from the starter’s 
position means that Frank Walker will get 
the work at Readville, and probably also at 

Buffalo, while the chances are Albert Merrill 
of Massachusetts will officiate at Providence 
and Columbus, as he did before there were 
any stewards to say who should start the 
2 horses. Mr. Walker never had a superior as 
starter when he is in form, and so far as 
‘the drivers go he is the best liked man in 
the business. 


First Races at Detroit. 

As for the grand circtit, it will begin at 
Detroit the last week in July and follow the 
usual route. The Grosse Pointe track at 
Detroit has been abandoned by the, people 
who formerly gave meetings there, but most 
of them are interested in the grand circuit 
‘meeting to take place at the state fair track, 
which is right in Detroit, and with a little 
work can be made very fast. Cleveland will 
give its usual meeting, although it ispossible 
‘the events will be decided over the track at 
‘Randal! instead of the old one at Glenville, 
in which case there may be betting.

Gentry is a 
remarkably handsome horse, albeit of a small 
model, and Myron McHenry, who raced him, 
never has anything but praise for the son 
_of Ashland Wilkes. 


Dean Gets Good Colt. 

About the only local happenings in the 
horse world of late are the acquisition of 
what looks like a high class 2 year old trotten 
by Charles Dean and the securing of a crack 
2:10 class pacer by Dick McMahon. 

Dean's colt is by Admiral Dewey, 
and out of a mare by Palo Alto, 2:08%, that 
took a 2 year old record better than 2:20. The 
youngster was bred by Dr. J. C. McCoy on 
his Delaware farm and sold when a weanling 
to Harry Hersey, driver of Dan Patch, for 
$300. When broken as a yearling the young- 
ster showed a lot of speed and had a good 
way of going. No attempt to see how well 
it could step was made, and only once was 
the watch held on it for an eighth, when it 
trotted the distance in :17½ and acted as if 
it could have gone some better. A short 
time ago Dean, who had seen the colt, told 
August Uthlein of Milwaukee about it, with 
the result he was told to buy it. The trade 
was made around 52.000 and the colt shipped 
to Chicago, getting here last week in fine 
order. It ie jogged every day on the snow, 
and Dean likes it better than any trotter of 
the same age he has had to do with. 

McMahon’s pacer is the little mare Red 
Bow. She raced at Lexington last fall and 
showed so much speed and class McMahon 
get about getting her, which he finally did. 
She is not much for sige, but is one of the 
fastest pacers on the turf, and as McMahon 
is a master hand with horses addicted to that 
gait she should do well for him in the 2:10 
class. Red Bow does not wear the straps, 
and is credited with the ability to step a 
quarter better than :30. McMahon is getting 
together what looks like the best stable he 
ever trained, his great race winning cam- 
paign of last summer calling attention to him 
in ‘such a foreeful fashion that instead of 
looking for horses to train he is enabled to 
select from the large number offered him by 
owners. 


Australian Tracks Slow. 

L. M. Johnson of Milford, III., reading in 
this column about the performance of the 
Australian trotter, Dan Patch, writes that 
the tracks in that country, which he visited 
a few years ago, are about three seconds 
slower than our prepared cotrses, being laid 
out on the natural trrf, with not much at- 
tention paid to properly throwing up the 
turns. This matter of turns alone makes 
all the difference in the world to some horses, 
as was evidenced by the case of Susie N., a 
frotter which in this country, as a 3 year 
old, took a record of 2:00%. Sold to go 
abroad, the mare was trained by Al Pen- 
nock, an experienced American reinsman, 
but he soon found she practically was help- 
less on the foreign tracks, especially those in 
Austria, where most of her racing was to be“ 
done, on account of the turns being little 
better than flat ones. . 

As to Australia, I have heard varying tales 
as to the relative quality of the courses used 
for trotting there compared with our Amer- 
ican tracks. The idea that a natural turf 
track is of necessity a slow one is not based 
on a thorough knowledge of the subject. 
There are no faster tracks than the mile 
courses laid out on the virgin prairies of any 
of the middle west states. That was shown 
a quarter of a century ago right here in Chi- 
cago, when the West Side Driving park was 
laid out. Work on that track was begun 
July 5. The track was simply marked out by 
the surveyors and the turns properly thrown 
up. And yet barely three months later Hope- 
ful, the first time he ever was asked to trot 
to wagon, lowered the record at that hitch 
to 2:16%, a mark which stood unchallenged 
for many a y 


Record by Sleepy Tom. 

The following season Sleepy Tom reduced 
the pacing race record to 2:12\, simply be- 
cause the track was faster than any other 
in the world at that time and he hada 
good horse to beat in Mattie Hunter, which 
was on hig wheel at the finish of the heat. 
and not because either pacer was trying to 
lower any record. Mr. Johnson says of 
Australian harness racing: 

I saw @ trotting race that was a curiosity. 
Not having horses re to classify them by rec- 
ords, they were handicapped by a time allowance.’ 
The way those horses were harnessed and hitched 
should have made them frantic. They were hitched 
loose and long, the shafts low, and the shaft girth 
about as loose as the breeching and traces. When 
* horse broke the sulky would run the breeching 
vp against him, and then the horse would go into 
the collar and give the sulky a yank forward. 
Meanwhile the shafts were pounding the horse. 
first on one side and then on the other and this 
performance was kept up until the horse again 
struck his gait. If the Australian Dan Patch 
made 2:11 on that track at the royal agricultural 
grounds at Sydney, a half mile ring with flat turns 
and not started as we start a horse which they 
call a flying you surely are correct in saying 
he would be good for 2:06 at Readville. I would 
make it stronger and say 2:00, for the best driver 
I ever saw in Australia would not compare favora- 
bly with the average jock at @ common pumpkin 
fair in this country.

It has been said that England isthe coun- 
try of from and steel, Holland of brick, 
France of stone, Greece and Italy of marble, 
and Russia of wood, and that being the fact 
the Russian carpenters are unrivaled in the 
handling of that material. A great. many 
public buildings and theaters in Russia are 
built of wood, and « feature of the country 
ie the timber built dwelling of the weh jand 
Owner. 

The walls of these dwellings are formed 
of timbers from. one foot to eighteen inches 
in thickness, laid on top of each other and 
joined at the corners. Wooden bolts three 
feet in length fasten them together, the 
crevices are filled with moss soaked in pitch 
and dried, and then thin planks are put 
the interior as well as the exterior.

The invention of envelopes is attributed to

small sheets of paper which, on account of 
their size, were inconvenient in writing ad- 
Greases. In order to remedy the defect he 
put the sheets together and was surprised 
to find the result to be a small envelope. Im- 
mediately he had metal plates made for cut- 
ting them to the required shape and size, 
and since that event hundreds of fortunes 
have been founded on the envelope industry. 

John Walker, an humble druggist of Stok- 
ton-on-Tees, in Engiand, in 1827 produced the 
first friction’ matches. The old method of 
producing fire was by means of flint and steel. 
He evolved a tinder box with sulphur tipped 
splints of wood, and out of it came splints 
or sticks of cardboard coated with sulphur 
and tipped with a mixture of sulphide of 
antimony—chiorate of potash and gum. 
BHighty-four of these matches retailed tor a 
shilling, and a folded bit of glass paper went 
with each lot.

Riches Not for Every Genius. 

Not every person who has the desire to be 
an inventor can succeed en amassing & 
fortune. There are two sided to the shield. 
We are told quite airily that the man who 
invented the return ball is riding about in his 
own automobile, but what is to be said of the 
bitter poverty of the thousands of failures 
of men, who, ‘neglecting home, family, and 
business; became wholly absorbed in the de- 
velopment of ideas which were without any 
commercial or utilitarian value. 

Not long ago a young man, holding a remu- 
nerative position with a big corporation, in- 
vented a novelty that had many meritorious 
features. Like Col. Mulberry Sellers, he saw 
“millions in it.“, He figured that every 
man, woman, and child in the United States 
and ite possessione would have to have the 
article sooner or later. After exhausting 
the home field he would go abroad. These 
fevered figures were interlaced with visions 
of marble halls, country homes, and private 
yachts. 

He first resigned his position—one that was 
permanent and desirable. He began to man- 
ufacture thé article on a small scale. This 
was too slow for his impatient soul. He man- 
aged to scrape together a few thousand dol- 
lars and induced his friends to go into it to the 
extent of $100, $500, or $1000 each. A fac- 
tory was built and considerable money spent 
in advertising. In the beginning all looked 
lovely; the sales were fairly good. After a 
few weeks they began to drop off. There 
was less and less demand for the article. In 
one brief year came the rude awakening. 
Money gone, health broken, obligations piled 
up right and left, and not even his former 
modest position to fall back upon.

parlor poultry yards and brooding . 

pens in city kitchens. No flat dweller 
need be without spring chickens and fresh - 
eggs if his dwelling is wired for electric 
lights and he will invest in the latest ineu- 
bator wrinkle, 

The electric hen will be exhibited at the 
national poultry show, Jan 22 to 29, inclusive. 
It has béen shown at the eastern shows 
which preceded Chicago's big event and has 
aroused great interest. Properly speaking, 
the hen consists of two parts, an incubator 
and a brooder, in both of which the heat 
necessary is supplied by electricity. This 
heat is superior to the lamp ordinarily used 
because it can be, regulated with exactness, 
and there is no odor, no gas, nor soot.

Try Side Lines Exclusively; 
Go Home When You Wish. 


By E. S. Longshore. 


AE vou tired of being jacked up once 

a week or oftener by a grouchy sales 

manager, who vents his spite on 

those under him every time he is on 

the wrong side of the markets, has 

guessed. on the wrong pony, or something 
has gone wrong at home? 

If you are, try side lines exclusively; work 
on a commission; be your own boss. When 
you are tiréd out completely, run down, 
and about all in, try side lines exclusively 
instead of a trip to Europe for that tired 
feeling. You never will know the exhllara- 
tion: of bossing yourself, of getting all you 
earn by. extra effort, of going and coming 
when and where you please, and of the many 
other advantages side lines on commission 
have over the old salary contract until you 
have tried it. 

Most traveling men are acquainted with 
one or more. side lines, even if their houses 
do not know that they are handling them. 
Many salesmen double their regular. sala- 
ries without in any way wronging the man 
who is paying their salaries and expenses. 

* * . 


Salesman Has Spare Time. 

Traveling salesmen have time in almost 
every town at which they stop, waiting be- 
tween trains, time which they cannot use at 
all to the advantage of their employers, 
Then why not work side lines, and if there is 
good money in working side lines in this way, 
on commission along with your regular lines, 
then why not work a few side lines on com- 
mission and drop the regular line and be 
your own master—sides lines exclusively? 

Such was my line of reasoning a few years 
ago, when traveling in territory just west of 
the Mississippi river, selling buggies and 
carriages for an Ohio factory. In addſtion 
to my regular line I sold a third seat for 
buggies, a top hood, and a line of carriage 
umbrellas as side lines, all of which, like my 
main line, were sold from cuts and photo- 
graphe. and I had no samples to carry. 

But competition in the vehicle lines had 
become so strenuous and the demands of my 
house 30 exacting, that I decided’ to break 
away from aealary and try side lines on com- 
anion work exclusively.

House Wouldn't Sign Up. 
1 offered ta work the same territory for 
my old company on a commission contract, 
taking my last year’s sales as a basis, and a 
rate of commission that would pay me about 
the same as my salary and expenses had been 
for the last year. But the house, grown 
wealthy and independent by years of pros- 
perous business, turned down my proposition, 


although they offered me # slight advance in

They gave as their main reason for refusing 
me a commission contract that they wanted 
to have their men come and go when and 
where they ordered, which was all right 


from their viewpoint, but it was just what 1 


was trying to get away from. 

The first of the year 1904 found me starting 
out on the road, covering my old territory. 
with three articles which had been advertised 
as side lines and a low priced typewriter, all 
on commission and no limit as to territory. I 
had long held a theory based on some early 
experience that there were hundreds of busi- 
ness houses. factories, professional, and other 
onices, where the business did not warrant 
paying $100 for a typewriter, but/where a ma- 
chine which would do their work could be 
sold at a lower price, and I had also camied 
my theories to cover plans by wh I 
thought I could reach this class of buyer’ 
most readily and effectually. 

With this in mind I selected a light, 4 
able machine which sold at about one-third 
the price of the standard typewriters, and 
was really a good machine. It was usually 
operated by the purchaser himself, his clerk, 
or bis children, and a little more nolse or a 
lack of speed cut no figure. My contract with 
the first typewriter I handled gave me 12.80 

on all cash orders and $10 on Installment or- 
pratt the company doing all collecting and 
delivering the machines, paying me my com- 
missions the first of every month.

My other three lines consisted of carriage 
umbrellas, which let me into the -harness 
and carriage trade, a line of new and novel 
exhibition cases for the grocery, dry goods, 


and drug trade, and a new line of specialties » 


in cutlery for the #ardware trade, Of the 
typewriter and cutlery I carried samples. 
The other two lines were sold from cuts and 
photographs. On all lines my commission 
averaged nearly 40 per cent, and my income 
average 
more. than any. year’s salary I ever was 
paid.

This is about as easy and 
satisfactory a method of allowing for pos- 
gible shrinking as there is. 

The waist is the simplest form of a shirt- 
waist, buttoning in the front. In cutting out, 
allow about three inches of the material be- 
low the waist line. After the seams are 
gtitched together lay three tucks—each 
three-eighths.of an inch wide and allowing a 
space between, going around the waist as 
Mustrated. Put the neck band or collar on, 
then measure the lengths front, back, and 
under arms, fold or creased lines connecting 
these length points, and pin to the top of. 
the band of the skirt (of course deducting 
from the various lengths the width of the 
band). Try on, and, when it is satisfactorily 
adjusted, baste carefully and stitch, to the 
band, cutting away all material except the 
width of a seam. It is supposed now that 
both the waist and skirt are stitched to the 
game band, and the facing must be hemmed 
down on the wrong side to finishit. These 
tucks, going around the waist, serve a 
double purpose.

Exercises to Relax Muscles. 

Mrs. Foster says that some women have 
become so tense and rigid that it is almost 
impossible for them to relax all the muscles 
of the body. To them she gives these exer- 
cises, during which one should lie flat on the 
back: 


Lift the arms slowly over the head, then 
let them drop, fully relaxed. 

Roll head to right, then just before it 
reaches the right side relax the muscles 
of the neck and let the head drop. Roll and 
drop head to left in same way. 

Draw right knee up slowly. as far as pos- 
sible, then relax. The heeb should be kept 
on the floor, and if the exercise is done cor- 
rectly .each muscle of the leg can be felt 
contracting. 

To relax the eyes turn then to right, left, 
down, up, and relax. a 

Ralph Evans Smith believes that it is not 
necessary to lie down to rest during the day 
if one is only perfectly relaxed while sleep- 
ing at night. Mr. Smith claims that one 
should sleep on the side instead of on the 
back, for the mind is less active in the 
former position. The right side is better 
than the left for the reason that there is 
less pressure on the heart. This position is 
particularly helpful to the nervous woman 
who finds it impossible to go to sleep quickly 
and who lies awake mentally going through 
the work of the next day.

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Hk white oak which spreads its cooling 
shade over meadow and roadside from 
Lake Michigan to Cairo has been selected 
by the votes of 21,320 school children as 
the state tree of Hlinois. The meadow 
violet, which buds with the first sign of 
spring and blossoms on the hillsides 
and in the ravines and glades of Illinois 
under summer suns and brings its flowers to brighten 
the fields and woodlands, has been voted the state 
flower. 

The public school children of Illinois by their votes 
made the decision which has given to the state an offi- 
cial flower and an official tree. The white oak received 
21,320 votes and the maple tree came second with 16,- 
089 votes. The meadow or hooded blue violet which 
grows so profusely all over Illinois received 16,95! 
votes and the wild rose was second with 11,903 votes. 


XR ** 
Grows in Woods, Meadows, and Marshes. 


The botanical name of the state flower of Illinois is 
viola cucullata, and it grows in the woods, meadows 
and marshes of Illinois in great profusion. The petals 
of this wild violet are long, violet blue in color, and 
several blossoms spring from each rootstalk. The root- 
stalk is short, thick and mostly erect, and the leaves 
are nearly heart shaped. As in the case of the state 
flower no tree is found with greater profusion in Iili- 
nois than the white oak, which is the noblest of its 
race. The botanical name of the state tree is quercus 
alba. 
Its bark is pale gray, scaly, and cut by shallow 
fissures. The twigs are rk and end in tufts of leaves. 
Each year several new shoots rise from the end of 
each twig, a fact which accounts for the density of the 
outer boundary of the crown in winter or summer. The 
leaves as they open in spring cover the tree with a 
shimmering veil of rose and silver. When mature they 
are bright green, lightened by pale linings. They are 
large, oval in outline and tapering to the short petiole. 


* 
Acorns Fall at End of First Season. 


They are divided by deep sinuses into seven or nine 
finger-like lobes, fairly symmetrical on the two sides 
of the midrib. The lobes are rounded and often shal- 
lowly subdivided. The hairy staminate catkins in May 
hang like yellow fringe among the half fledged twigs. 
One must look sharply to find the tiny red tongues of 
the pistillate flowers thrust out for pollen from the 
axils of the unfolding leaves. The acorns, which ripen 
and fall at the en of the first summer, are slender 
and pointed. The bfown, sweet flavored nut, is seated in

Supplies and Paris of All Machines. 


It is safe to say that there is no kind ef manufac- 
turing which is practieed to any considerable extent 
in the city of Chicago Which has not its representative 
enterprise in this eeétiog, In addition to this it has 
the plan for one species of industry in the manufgc- 
turing line which is peculiar to itself. This is the 
“accessory factory.” Parte, accessories, supplies, and 
all thinge kor anything are made —s and, in many 
cases, here only. 

The reasons for this are numerous and powerful. 
Material of ali kinds for the manufacture of things 
metallic, Weeden, or what not is Hight at hand. 
There ip de Waste of time, cost, or energy in securing 
the wherewithal to manufacture. The specialty manu- 
facture leeates with the man who supplies him his 
lathes, shafting, pulleys, tools, and other appliances 
at one end of the block; while the man who will sell 
him the tac materiel from which he will make his 
product is at the other. In addition, a majority of 
buildings are specially made for manufacturers, and 
power is included with space. 

But the manufacturer is not unrivaled in the mat- 
ter of supremacy in the business life of this section. 
The pedple who sell the manufactured product—job- 
bers, Wholesalérs, retailers; department stores, mail 
order housées—are here in force. 

The largest mall order house in the world is located 
on the west side. 

The largest house furnishing institutions are over 
there. 

The largest department stores outside of the down- 
town district are there.

No- 
where may the mechanical phases of present day 
civilization, the importance of machinery, and the 
marvelous development of machines and mechehics 
be studied as right across the river. 
Said an enthusiastic mechanical engineer recently: 
“The machine is the thiig of the hour. It is the 
highest form of man’s achievement at present. In it 


_are focuged all the best things in man’s mind today. 


And when you get over into the machine district on 
the west side you get right into the center of the 
focal point.” 

If this is to be taken as true, then Monroe and 
Clinton streets would seem to be within easy throw- 
ing distance of the center of the world’s energies, or 
at least the results of these energies, for at this cofr- 
ner, or somewhere pretty near it, is the center of the 
machine district. 

The distriet actually begins at Kinzie street oh 


the north. There are several factories and shops even 


further north than this, but here is where the district 
may be said first to make itself evident. rom here 
it runs south to Harrison street. On the east it begins 
at the river and it ends at Desplaines. This district, 
approximately a mile and a quarter long and half a 
mile wide, is consecrated, from basement to roof, te 
machinery.

Finished Product Shipped Everywhere. 


Here machines of every description are made, from 
the raw iron casting to the finished, nickel plated, 
enameled article. Here they are bought and Sold and 
used. From here they go north, south, east, and west 
all over the face of the globe After its meat and its 
agricultural machines, there probably is nothing that 
has served to spread the name of Chicago manufac- 
turers so extensively as has the product of this noisy, 
grimy, busy, useful west side district. 

With 60,000 peopie—mainly men and boye—employed 
ere, practically exclusively in the making and hand- 
ling of machinery, with an annual output ranging 
near the $100,000,000 mark in value, and with new in- 
dustries, new firms, and new bulldings coming with each

férson, and the streets which intersect them here, in

Skilled Workers of Many Crafts. 

And yet the failure of this district would mean the 
stoppage of a larger total pay roll than would be the 
dase in the failure of either of the two other mammoth 
interests mentioned. For the greater part the work- 
ers here are skilled in various, erafts and are paid ac- 


and while the value of the total output is 


cordingly, na 


not at the top of the list of Chicago’s industries, 
peteentage paid in wages is larger than in others. 
ne value of the district to the city at large, there- 
fore, probably is not far below the more famed in- 
terests. 

Perhaps the most startling feature to be found 
here is the amasintg size, growth, and industry of the 
firms devoted to the manufacture of electrical appli- 
ances and supplies. The electrical corner of the dis- 
trict lies south of Jackson boulevard, along Clinton 
and Jefferson streets. One of the largest mafmufac- 
tories in the city in any line and perhaps the largest 
electrical’ supply house in the world has tts Sanna! 
plant here. This is the Western Dliectrie company, 
the premier in its line in this part of the country. 

Since twenty years ago, when this firm located here 
in a small building on Clinton 3 9 8 
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heart of them, being considerably roofed over with at building, the type in which rules of sanjtation, 


bridges déobnnecting one set of bulldings with the 
other. The floor space here is something over a mil 
lion square feet, and the pay roll includés 6,000 names.

Profits Shared by 4,000 Employes. 

The Crane company, with their works and stores, 
are the pionetérs of the district, and one of the largest 
employers of help, having an army of some 4,000 con- 
tinually on their books. Their product is Known tne 
world over, and the mutual benefit system upon which 
the business is conducted, through which each em- 
ployé shares by a percentage the profits of the firm 
ter the year, is a feature especially to the employees. 

But after all it is not the colossal firm with its 
millions of floor space and its thousands of employés 
that makes the machine district. They are its most 
striking features, but the backbone is composed of 
scores and hundreds of smaller firms—firms employing 
from 100 to 1,000, who aré seldom heard of by per- 
sons unihitiated in the machinery world. They em- 
ploy the great number of the people employed here, 
and it is their combined output that makes the total 
business What it is. Merély from the standpoint of 
the Chicagoan who wants to know what his city is, 
this machine district is worth a day’s visit. From 
the standpoint of those interested in machinery, the 
art of manufacturing, the conditions of high class 
working folk, it is overwhelming. in its genérously 
proportioned interest. :

Army of Young Women Make Candy. 

To find a “candy center cheek by jowl with a 
machine center seems anomalous, but this is the case 
on the west side. Once upon a time the center of the 
confectionery industry was located within the bounds 
of the factory district, but since then it has shifted 
slightly its axis. Now it is just outside on Jackson 
boulevard, east of Halsted street, and on Congress 
and Harrison streets, slightly west of that thorough- 
fare. , . 

Four thousand young women make a livelihood 
here making bonbons and other things te supply the 
eountry’s cravings for sweets. For the most part the 
candy factories are. located in buildings of recemt con- 
struction, clean, well ventilated, well lighted and sani- 
tary in all respects. In fact this type ot manufactur- 


Gy@iehe, and appearance have been observed, as well 
as the rules of utility are a feature in this #éction, 

Property owners have found that one profitable thing 
to do with property here is to put up a modern mant- 
facturing building of prepossessing appeararice. The in- 
crease in the use of eledtficity for power has assisted 
in the creation of these bulldings, the decrease in the 
volume of the vieinage's smoke mateing it possible to 
keep a building clean for more than a month after its 
erection. 

From Canal street to Austin the railroad tracks ly- 
ing between Kinzie street and Carroll avenue are lined 
with factories of all kinds and sizes. Beginning with 
the shot tower at Clinton street and Milwaukee avenue 
there is one almost unbroken chain of foundries and 
shops on both sides of these busy tracks. 

Between Kinzie street and Chicago avénue are lo- 
cated dozens of furniture factories, though there scarce- 
ly can be said to be any actual center of this industry, 
its representative firms being scattered from one. end 
of the side to the other. This also may be said of many 
other branches of manufacturing.

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It is one of the discovebhies of the professors in these 
lines—colfiding’ with much of aceepted conventiohality— 
that it matters little to the Student at matriulation 
wiiether ue have completed even the grammar grade in 
wetweol, provided at the age of maturity he han ddt put 
his mathematiés to practical use. 

„Send a boy through high school aud graduate him 
with Wonors;” says Prof, Faid Woodworth, head of 
the dlectrical engineering department. f bY tue time 
he is 21 of 22 years old he hasn't made practical use of 
his school knowledge, we find that he hasn't got it 
when he comes to us. i 

For this reason I maintain that a good brain at the 
age of bodily maturity, even Without a completed gram- 
mar grade course of instruction, is quite as good te 
work upon as is the Drain of thé High school graduate 
who has drifted along several years without making a 
practical use of his text book knowledge.” 

Not only does resldence in Chicago and sufficient 
means give the average day student at the institute 
an advantage over the medical student a few squares 
away, but a little story of a student’s recent experience 
thefe accentuates this difference. 

‘This student conceived the idea of a door, adapted 
to street cars, elevators, and like places, whereby pneu- 
matic pressure might be used in opening it and closing 
it automatically. He made his drawing, constructed his 
model, got his patent, and one of the big elevator com- 
panies drew its corporate check for $5,500 in payment 
for all rights. 
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So gigantic Ws it in its necensities that the removal 
to the present site, accomplished only two years ago, 
was forted Upon Mi there was not room enough to be 
had in the erdWded portion of the city, at Fulten and 
Desplaines streets. So the firm came out on the all bit 
empty prairies near Kedzie and Central Park avenues and 
put up buildings lartze Gnough for ite purpose. It took 
Plenty of room, a solid block for half a mile, and n 
built after a pattern never before used. 

It made its own parks, ball grounds; athietic fields, 
streets, sewers, lighting system, and established its own 
police force and government. Its administration build- 
ing ds the home of a city government, rather than the 
office of a large business house. For the infidence of 
Sears, Roebuck & Co. ends not at the doors of their 
buildings. It stretches all over the neighborhoed. One 
rule is illustrative. Employés are not permitted to 
patronize saloons within a mile of the establishment. 
In other ways the firm is making itaeif the power of 
the neighborhood, and it is expected that eventually this 
part of the <ity will be known under the name of 
„ Seareville.”

Twelve Acres in Furniture Slore. 


The great house furnishing establishment of John M. 
Smyth t# on Madison street, near Halsted. It keeps 
and sells everything that may be put in a house from 
a krutt jar rubber to the pictures of the old masters. 
Most of the west side has been furnished but of it, 
as well as a good portion of the country. Twelve acres 
of f60r space and a business in proportion tell the 
story as well as twenty times as many words might do. 

Being the most populdus of all sections Of the city, 
the west side offers a natural field for the retailer on a 
large scale Which a score Of entefprising business men 
have grasped, Gnd its system of d stores is 
excelled only by the great establishments of State 
street. These stores have given the lie to the statement 
that people will go downtown to make purchases even 
if they have the same stuff at the same price brought 
next door,” | 

Ten years ago this might have been true. It isn’t 
today.” Ten years ago the largest and most prosperous 
of the present day west side department stores was a 
erowdéd, cheap store, Going half of its Susiness in 
stands put out on the sidewalk, and appealing to only

Everywhere in the Latin quarter of the west side 
there is an atmosphefe of student work. Student needs 
and professional mastery of them have marked the 
whole district. There are fewer suldons in the district 
than in almost any other section where local option 
has not crowded them out altogether. The most marked 
of Amusement places is the pdoolrodm, where the darge 
lettered inducement to play is the “2% a cue posted 
in the windows. Strenuousness that is not on the sur- 
face may te felt in the streets when the pedestrian ra- 
calls that 10,000 young men and women are working 
around him, ‘while there scarcely is a young man or 
woman deen in the streets. 

Thie Latin quarter of the west side, without the 
viees of the Latin quarter as it commonly is considered, 
is worth studying by any Chicagoan who cares te know 
his own citv. . 
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listtHénts of downtown. 

While this store is Alone in its size and the class . 
of its appointments, there are a dozen that arte not 
far behind. Milwatikee avenue, Halsted street, Blue 
Island avenue, Chicago avenue, and Jefferson Street, 
all have their department stores, not merely big retail 
stores of a few lines, but department stores in all 
that the name stands for. In their respective neigh- 
borheods they are as well known as the big stores 
downtown and hold the same positions.

Market Place for 2,000,000 People. 


Haymarket square with ite market is one of the 
historic places of the west side, The plans to enlarge 
and béautify this spot which have been all but com- 
pleted will give the west side an even greater hold 
on the produce and commission business than it has 
at present. 

The square, with its hundreds of wagons drawn 
up four deep with the city’s supply of vegetables 
grown in the country around, ile one of the most in- 
teresting places of the city. But the commission 
merchants whose places of business line Randolph 
street here long have been crowded and prevented 
from achieving their proper development by a lack 
of. epace. This trouble is to be remedied by the 
doubling of the area of “the square,” as told in 
THe Sunday TrRiBsUNS a few weeks ago. 

This win mean an influx of new firms to the 
scene, an increase in the amount of business done, 
and.a general boom to the prosperity and welfare ot 
this district. South Water street is getting crowded. 
badly. When the Randolph street market is twice as 
big. as it is at present it will have room for muct 
of the business that is done in South Water street. 
Being centrally located and also near Fulton market, 
With its branch supply houses of the great packers, 
as well as many small wholesale meat dealers, it 
will have an obvious advantage over the older mar- 
Ret street, and it may not be long before it acquires 
the position of the provision center of the city, and 
so the west side will have another “center” to add 


to the long list. which already so mightily distin- 


guishes it. 


ABULATING her in a card catalogue is a 
new way of keeping the chorus girl. It 
is in use by a Chicago theatrical agent 
who has over a thousand girls—both pas- 
sive and militant—on his list. It is not 
only the great number on his list but fhe 
peculiarities of what might be called the 
technique of being a chorus girl which 
makes it necessary to find this or some similar method 
of recording her, and which incidentally makes one of 
these lists more potent in human interest than the 
average catalogue. ; 

Here she is sorted as to weight, height, looks, and 
abliity. Disabilities are put down, in fact, all of her 
specii--tions. Name, address, whether she is employed 
ana where, what she can do, how she looks, and her 
size and weight and general appearance. The last ex- 
pressed as the catalogue keeper happens to remember 
her when he makes the entry—all form pert of the 
system. For instance, one card will read as follows: 

Name 

Address 

“Blonde, 5 feet 4; 125 pounds. Experienced. 

“Dances some. Soprano voice. Good figure and ap- 
pearance. Tights.” 

Across the face of this is written McFadden’s 
Flats.“ ' 

Another will read: 

Name 

Address 

“Brunette, 5 feet 6; 128 pounds. Step dancing. 
Fairly good voice. Fair figure and appearance.” 

The note shows that she has gone with “Captain 
Careless.” a 

Another describes a girl as “ Brunette, 5 feet 6, 150 
pounds. Experienced. Dancing. Good soprano voice. 
Good figure. Tights. Show girl. Good looker.”

Girls Classified According to Physique. 

Though it might not appear so to the layman's 
it is the first item of this catalogue which, wi 
voice, is the most potent in getting the girl a 
—at least in the troubles of placing her by 
ger. There is a range of height for each division of 
the chorus. Those known as “broilers” are from ¢ 
feet 11 to 5 feet 2 and 3. What are called “mediums” 
are from 5 feet 4 to 5 feet 5%, and the much admired 
show girl is from 5 feet to 6 feet tall. 

To be able to pick his girls in case of a sudden 
demand that comes under one of these three headings 
the agent first devises an index book with the follow- 
ing headings on each of its pages: 


feet 1 to 5 feet 3. 5 feet 6 to 5 feet 9. 
feet 3 to 5 feet 4. 5 feet 9 to 6 feet. 
feet 4.to 5 feet 6. 


In these mystic figures, written in red ink down the 
first column, and with “alto” or “soprano” in the 
second, are the first guide signs to the road that will 
be traveled by the chorus girl. Running down these 
figures when the call comes in the required height 
will be first found. Then the name is looked at and 
from this the card catalogue will be referred to for 
the other requirements. Manager Harry Armstrong, 
who has 1,080 girls arranged on his books, in this way 
declares that owing to the great number of girls from 
5 feet 3 inches to 5 feet 6 inches, both mediums and 
broilers have to be taken from this class. 

The other classifications have various shades of 
meaning. For example: Dances,“ means that a.girl 
is a proficient ballet or buck and wing dancer. Some- 
times “step dancing” is entered and sometimes 
“dances a little.” Another classification is costume. 
When the word “tights” is entered it means that the 
girl does not object to wearing them. Sometimes “ no 
tights” will be put down. Thie means the girl refuses 
to appear in them. Again “not good for tights” will 
de put down, which, translated, means “skinny.”

Three Classes of Chicago Poor Nich. 

In Chicago there are several classes of the poor 
rich. In one class belong those who are keeping up 
appearances by sinking deqper and deeper into debt 
every day. 

In another .class are those who, shackled by pride, 
are starving themselves and their families for the 
sake of preserving outward appearances—those who 


live in $300,000 houses, keep seven or eight servants, 


two or three automobiles, spend money outside of their 
home with a lavish hand, but seldom entertain, take 
meals at the houses of friends as often as possible. 
and never have more than four courses at their own 
table. j 

In the third class belong those. who deserve the 
most sympathy—those who are struggling to live 
within their $100,000 or $200,000 a year incomes. This 
class is the most numerous. Some of the poor rich in 
this class are worth only $20,000,000 and owe 8, 000. 
000; some of them by financial disaster have gradually 
found their fortunes reduced from $20,000,000 to $10,- 
000,000, and yet they feel compelled to keep up out- 
ward appearances. They have been compelled to prac- 
tice the strictest economy. 

Many of the poor rich have moved from their hand- 


— 


some houses to hotele and apartment houses. Economy 
on the part of the poor rich has forced them to aban- 
don their homes and go to live in cheap apartments, 
in which ordinary rooms for a night’s occupancy cost 
no more than a shop girl’s week’s wages. A suite in 
some of these Hotels can be had for a whole day for 
what a clerk can earn in a fortnight.

Reduced to a Beggarly $10,000,000. 

Speculating in Wall street, extravagant living, and 
business losses have begun to deplete the resources 
of the sudden rich men who made their money in trust 
promotions and railroad speculations of the last ten 
years. Men who thought they were worth $20,000,000 
have found out that their assets would not bring them 


more than $10,000,000 and these men have been forced . 


to cut down expenses. They feel poor. Not many 
years ago. they were really poor. If their lives were 
looked back upon one of them could be found working 
for low, wages in a steel mill, another was a clerk 
behind a counter, another was a salesman, and still 
another had a small store from which he derived a 
meager income. . ; 

At that time none of them felt really poor. They 
were able to keep the wolf from the door and they

houses or hotels, where they can live comfortably on 
$100,000 a year, and at the same time retain their au- 
tomobiles. At the hotels soap and towels are fur- 
nighed free; there are no taxes or coal bills to pay, and 
servante are done away.with. They, are able to keep 
up their outward appearances and no one is the wiser. 
One Chicagoan was compelled not long ago to sell 
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two of his automobiles and dispose of his country resi- 
dence in the east. He and his family are struggling 
along on an income of $40,000 a year and they have 
the sympathy of no one. The poor rich have teen 
compelled to undergo enough humillation to make the 
hair of the $10 a week clerk gray. 

One man is 80 poor that he not only has been com- 
pelled to rent a $3,500 a year apartment, but each year 
he leaves Chicago for several months and takes his 
wife with him to avoid the cost of living at the 
country clubs. This trip usually costs $4,000 or 886, 0, 
but it is taken, he says, because he is too poor to stay 
in Chicago. 


This couple return to Chicago in time for the 


social season and manage to pull through by expend- 
ing a modest $20,000 or $30,000. They have three Au- 
tomobiles, each one of which cost them over $5,000, 
and they Keep two chauffeurs at $1,200 a year each. 
They live in an apartment house and are so poor that 
they cannot afford to take all their meals there, but 
frequently are seen at the 50 cent table &hote restau- 
rants or at the Italian and Chinese restaurants.

Poor Millionaire Sends Family to Europe. 

Another millionaire is a member of most of the 
fashionable clubs, owns sevenal autos, keeps a large 
number of servants, spends three or four morths out 
of town every year, and usually sends his family to 
Europe once a year. He is worth. $4,000,000. in prop- 
erty, which ise mortgaged to the limit, and in addition 
he owes $2,000,000 or $3,000,000, so if his wealth were 
reduced. to figures he probably would find. himself 
minus $1,000,000. He is property poor and expects to 
be rich again when the market braces up. 

An equally poor rich man is struggling to get 
along on an income of $300,000 a year and is 
hopefully for the stock market to take a brace. He 


and his wife have been practicing the most rigid 
economy. This summer she had all her winter gowns 
made in New York instead of in Paris, and thus man- 
aged to save several thousand dollars. They have 
found that they can get along with one chauffeur and 
o have let No. 2 and No. 3 go. Not long ago this man 
was posted in one of the clubs for having failed to pay

him for two weeks was only 3627.

Depend Upon Daughters to Marry Wisely. 

Some of Chicago's poor rich are depending upon 
their daughters to help them out by marrying wisely. 
One family spends $20,000 to $30,000 in entertaining 
each year and in touring the east with their daughter, 
and it is said by those who know them that they feel 
the money is being well invested, as they expect their 
daughter to marry $500,000 a year and pay them back. 

The hardships of some of the poor rich are most 
pathetic. One family has been reduced to such strait- 
ened circumstances that the other day when the wife 
lost $110 at bridge she was forced to ask her husband 
for the money, her allowance having been reduced be- 
cause of financial reverses from $30,000 a year to 
$26,000. Out of this sum she was expected to do her 
entertaining and pay the servants, in addition to pay- 
ing her dressmaker’s and milliner’s bills. All the 
other expenses were borne by her husband. 

“But,” protested the wife, who once was satisfied 
with the $35 a month her poor father allowed her,
